MEANWHILE IN BRITAIN 


SCOTLAND’S SQUAT ATTACKED

Even before the passing of the Criminal 
(in)Justice Bill, it’s been accepted that Scot- 
land was a place where squatting was unac- 
ceptable and intolerable. Several Scottish- 
based Direct Action campaigns have sub- 
verted the solid foundations of that assump- 
tion. FASLANE.PEACE CAMP occupies an 
area outside of Faslane Missile Base, rou- 
tinely mucking up and interfering with the 
nuclear convoys that dangerously haul U.K. 
radioactive weapons over Scotland’s roads 
and countryside. POLLOCK FREE 
ESTATE in Glasgow has set up camp 
directly in the path of the disastrous 
M77 roadlinkthat will carve up one of 
Europe’s largest inner-city parks, 

Pollock Estate. 

And in June 1994, the former 
unemployed workers’ Centre of 
Edinburgh became simply “The Cen- 
tre” and began squatting the Coun- 
cil-owned building it had been de- 
nied a renewed lease to. Since the 
early 80’s, the Edinburgh Unem- 
ployed Workers’ Centre had been 
operating as a Labour-party con- 
trolled printing pressthinly disguised 
as a charitable response to rising 
unemployment. But as the Poll Tax Rebel- 
lion broke out, its new premises on 103 
Broughton St. became a hub of anti-tax and 
pro-claimant (one who collects welfare) ac- 
tivity. Advice and solidarity was given to 
regular folk on the dole. Ironically, by nowthe 
bailiffs who collected the hated tax were sent 
out by the Labor Party itself, and the activists 
who showed up to repel the vultures from 
their community, used the Centre as a politi- 
cal base. Of the 7 trustees of the charitable 
body, 3 were employed by the Labour Coun- 
cil (2 actually being Regional Counsellors 
themselves), and they were displeased by 
the increasingly radical current the project 
was gaining. Taking law into their own hands, 
the 3 minority and out-voted trustees locked- 
up the building, barring entrance to all but 
themselves and operating “their” printing 
press free from the disruptive forces of the 
community! I guess that’s what power is for, 
to use and abuse it. 

The rightful users of the Centre re-occu- 
piedthe building and over the nextfewyears 
(despite: the freezing of their bank account, 
the theft of 25,000 British pounds worth of 
printing and computer equipment by Labour- 
party workers, the constant denial of legal aid 
to pursue their case, andthe banning of fund- 


raising activities essential to keeping the 
space open) kept the space open and thriv- 
ing as an all-volunteer community centre 
devoid of political parties and bureaucrats. 
Such is the threat of autonomous, self-reliant 
social centres - we don’t need the govern- 
ment and we survive despite their attacks!! 
Radical political groups fighting against un- 
fair taxation, worker exploitation, fascism, 
blood sports, and the abuse of homeless and 
low-income people began meeting at the 
Centre. A cheap vegan kitchen was set up 


and expanded to serve yummy skran (food) 
6 days a week. Acreche for daycare and free 
full-photo darkroom access were organized. 
Mutual aid thrived, and sexism, racism, 
homophobia, and hierarchy were being pur- 
posefully dismantled in the relationships of 
volunteers. 

By June '94, the Centre was officially a 
squat, with no lease and a labour-run Re- 
gional government hungry for its destruction. 
Fortifications were erected ... but the Centre 
stayed open to local people for its advice and 
array of services. The Social Works Commit- 
tee, the government body in charge of the 
building (of which the two-thieving Labour 
trustees were members of) filed a false re- 
port alleging that the Centre was a fire “death 
trap” and had broken health codes. Despite 
presented evidence proving the allegations 
to be contrived, any lease renewals were 
denied, and the cooperative and supportive 
Community Council were denied their appli- 
cation for the lease as well, on the grounds 
that “those anarchists” hadn’t yet vacated 
the premises. 

December 1, 1994, 7:30 A.M., the big 
guns finally made their move and with sheriff 
officers and over 70 police officers, smashed 
their way into the building, ejecting the 4 


occupants present on their overnight shift. A 
phone-tree had been prepared, and within 
an hour almost as many demonstrators as 
pigs were at the scene. Vans and council- 
paid scabs were repelled twice from trying to 
remove the Centre equipment. As protest- 
ors locked arms and blocked the way, cops 
unsuccessfully tried to shove them aside, 
ramming one man’s head into a wall and 
punching and bullying many. Unfortunately, 
more cops arrived and 21 people were ar- 
rested. Most charges have been dropped 
but two women still face charges. 
The six-month occupation of the 
Centre seemed to come to an end: 
Butthe demos of thefollowing weeks 
with 200-250 people seemed to say 
the issue was far from settled yet. 
The violent eviction of the Centre is 
but one facet of the all-out attack, via 
the Criminal Justice and Public Or- 
der Act, on alternative and resis- 
tance-based life-styles. Squatters, 
ravers, demonstrators, and travel- 
lers are all facing the same enemy: 
THE STATE. 

If nothing else, the Centre is, and 
has been, a big kick in the arse to the 
complacent Edinburgh scene. It’s 
provided a focal point. Once-cynical indi- 
viduals have seen the power of cooperation 
and motivated themselves to fight for their 
identities, culture, and freedom. And, if noth- 
ing else, the Centre Collective is stronger, 
more solid, and learning it’s lessons as it 
temporarily resides in the basement of St. 
Stephens Centre and continues it’s activi- 
ties. The tax/benefits advice, the Peoples’ 
Kitchen, political meetings, art projects, and 
a gig collective are all up and running. The 
police have been hasslingthe space and are 
trying to convince the caretaker to dump the 
collective, but even he is seeing the reality of 
their underhanded manipulations. The fight 
of the Centre partially helped the formation of 
a Glasgow-Dundee-Edinburgh network-— the 
Scottish Federation of Anarchists — which is 
forging links and communications through- 
out Scotland (SFA c/o P.O. Box 1008 / 
Glasgow G42 8AA / Scotland / UK).

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GODZILLA VS. 

LEGENDARY LIZARD INVADES IMPERIAL PALACE! 



TOKYO - In August 1994, Godzilla, waving 
the black flag of anarchy, staged an assault on the 
Imperial Palace and the Yasukuni Shrine. While 
Godzilla’s exploits have always been big news in 
the past, the international media monopolies have 
cynically ignored this most recent and most mili- 
tant Godzilla attack. 

The Godzilla attack targeted two prominent 
symbols of Japan’s emperor system and ongoing 
legacy of militarism. The Imperial Palace is the 
sprawling residence of the emperor located at the 
heart of Tokyo. The Yasukuni Shrine “honors” 
Japanese soldiers who died in the battle and 
glorifies Japan’s imperialistic history. The shrine is 
a sacred ground in the official ideology / mythology 
of the emperor system. 

The image of Godzilla laying Tokyo to waste 
has been burned into the minds and television 
screens around the world as one of Japan’s fore- 


most contributions to world culture. Less well 
known, however, is the fact that in its countless 
destructive rampages in Tokyo, fearless Godzilla 
has been a victim of the Japanese taboos sur- 
rounding the emperor and the emperor system 
ideology. The fact is that in its forty years of 
existence, not once has Godzilla been able to set 
foot in the Imperial Palace orthe Yasukuni Shrine. 
Until now. 

During a demonstration against the Yasukuni 
Shrine, a self-proclaimed “militant Godzillaist” 
donned a Godzilla outfit and staged an attack on 
the shrine and the Imperial Palace. The demon- 
stration, held on the day marking Japan’s surren- 
der in World War 1 1 , was organized by the Rejects 
Federation (Dame Ren) and the Salaryman United 
Action (Salaryman Kyoudo Koudou). The Godzilla 
attack received some measure of acclaim from 
other participants, but was then promptly forgot- 
ten. The article below is a translation of an emer- 


gency communique from the militant Godzillaist, 
who seeks to explain the aims and objectives of his 
action. The communique originally appeared in 
issue 3/4/5 of Anarchist Independent Review from 
Japan (c/o AYC, POB 44, Oji, Kita-ku, Tokyo, 
JAPAN). 

“I AM DEAD SERIOUS” 

At noon, August 15, 1994, there was a 
Godzilla attack on the Imperial Palace and the 
Yasukuni Shrine. Regrettably, this Godzilla was 
rather small in scale. It was unable to breathe 
radioactive fire or to deal any physical damage to 
its targets. However, after a forty year hiatus, this 
day marked the resumption of Godzilla’s attack on 
the emperor system, symbolized by the Imperial 
Palace and the Yasukuni Shrine. 

It sounds very impressive when I describe it 
like this. But actually the event consisted of me 
running around in a Godzilla costume waving a 
black flag in front of the shrine. 

One of the reasons this was less than awe- 
inspiring was the costume itself. This costume, 
filched from the props for an Asahi beer commer- 
cial, was far too adorable to be considered a 
Godzilla costume. In fact it looked more like a 
Sesame Street puppet, all in green with little fins on 
the back flapping around. Well, maybe it could 
have looked like Godzilla to folks who hadn’t seen 
too many of the movies. 

So the costume wasn’t much, but it was in the 
middle of summer, and it was hot as hell. Yet 
despite my noble efforts at making a radical politi- 
cal statement, I was being offered consolations by 
passers-by. People would come up to me and say, 
“you’re working hard in this hot weather,” all the 
while ignoring the other participants in the action, 
who were passing out flyers and trying to start 
discussions. It seems my black flag was mistaken 
as a funeral banner honoring the war dead. And 
this was supposed to be a Godzilla attack on the 
emperor system! 

Well, it may seem I’m just playing the fool 
here. But make no mistake, I am dead serious. 
Why should Godzilla march toward the Yasukuni 
Shrine carrying a black flag , you ask? Why to the 
Imperial Palace? Is this just some crazy idea 
thought up by an anarchist Godzilla buff? That 
explanation may seem plausible, but the truth is 
much stranger. # 

THE UNCOMPLETED 
TASK OF GODZILLA 

In 1954, Godzilla made his debut on the 
planet. Countless Godzillas subsequently emerged 
through movies, television, radio, magazines, as 
well as in the forms of toys and dolls. The only 
common point in all of these, I will venture to say, 
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THE STATE 


(CONFESSIONS OF A MILITANT G0D2ILLAIST) 


lies in the “monstrosity” symbolized by Godzilla. In 
other words, the popularvague conception of what 
Godzilla is. 

The hugeness. The radiation spewed from its 
jaws. The fins on its back that light up when it 
attacks. Its instinct to level anything that lies in its 
path. These aspects of Godzilla were established 
in the first 1954 film “Godzilla”. However, beneath 
all this, there was also “another Godzilla” that was 
diluted in the subsequent films. It was this other 
Godzilla that made its uncompleted march toward 
the Imperial Palace and the Yasukuni Shrine in the 
original movie, and it is this other Godzilla that 
makes its march today. 

The first Godzilla was overwhelmingly a de- 
stroyer. It could be called a divinity of destruction. 
It withstood depth charges, attacks from fighter 
planes, bombardment from tanks, thousands of 
volts of electricity. It was a survivor of hydrogen 
bomb tests, after all. It breathed heat rays that 
could destroy anything. It plowed over everything 
in its way with its sheer bulk. 

This kind of beast, or phenomenon, has ex- 
isted before. It was seen in the air raids over Tokyo 
toward the end of World War II, nine years before 
the opening of “Godzilla”. Like the air raids, 
Godzilla’s attacks on Tokyo always took place at 
night. The aftermath of Godzilla looks just like the 
carnage seen in Tokyo the day after one of the 
raids. Of course, the producers were probably 
never conscious of the parallel. Although the pro- 
ducers and later critics interpreted Godzilla in 
terms of anti-nuclear sentiments, the attacks of 
Godzilla recall the terror of war (in this case the 
Tokyo air raids) more than anything else. 

To begin with, why did Godzilla come from 
the South Seas? One critic says the following: 
“Subconsciously there lurks the confrontation be- 
tween two forces. On the one hand, there are the 
countless aimlessly floating spirits of the young 
soldiers who died in the southern seas toward the 
end of World War II. And, on the other hand, this 
country’s supreme commander, the emperor, who 
was forced to renounce his divinity, having lost 
even the spiritual powers to appease these spir- 
its.” And it was for this reason that Godzilla was 
unable to set foot in the Imperial Palace, according 
to this critic. 

My perspective takes this point one step 
further. There is the direct parallel between the 
reactions of people to a Godzilla attack and the 
reactions of people to the horrors of World War II. 
And there is the sinister shadow cast by Godzilla 
on the screen. 

Godzilla, I believe, is a reincarnation of the 
spirits of all the Japanese who died meaningless 
deaths in the war for the sake of the emperor. 

And thus, these spirits of the dead, in the form 
of Godzilla, head toward Tokyo. They head toward 
the capital, the home of the emperor, fora settling 
of accounts with “the country’s supreme com- 
mander.” 

The gunfire, which tore their bodies apart in 


the war, is now repelled by this new incarnation. 
Godzilla comes to recreate and reenact the hellish 
inferno that burned, melted and crushed these 
spirits in the horror of war. 

In the movie, Godzilla turns Ginza, the larg- 
est commercial district at the time, into a sea of 
flames, and destroys the seat of government. And 
yet it was unable to even set foot into the Imperial 
Palace. 

Of course for the producers, it was the taboos 
surrounding the emperor that kept them from 
letting Godzilla attack the Imperial Palace. If we 
trace the attack route in “Godzilla”, we can see that 
it plots a wide arc around the Imperial Palace. 

Even though it turns Tokyo into rubble, 
Godzilla the avenger returns to the ocean without 
having fulfilled its ultimate revenge. 

OUT OF THE MOVIES AND 
INTO THE STREETS! 

Godzilla is brought down by the “Oxygen 
Destroyer” (said to have destructive powers rival- 
ling that of the hydrogen bomb) devised by the sole 
character in the movie who bears the physical and 
emotional scars of war, Professor Serizawa. The 
professor, who continues his research far from 
people, was afraid that his oxygen destroyer, 
because it was so powerful, would be taken up by 
politicians as a substitute for the hydrogen bomb. 
However, he decided to use the oxygen destroyer, 
bowing to the pleadings of his friends and fiancee 
that only he can stop Godzilla. 

The professor discovered in Godzilla a dark 
part of himself that he had been suppressing or 
pretending to ignore. Having lost all faith in human- 
ity and society, the professor commits suicide in 
order to destroy forever the product of his re- 
search. And thus he disappears into the ocean 
with Godzilla. For the professor, Godzilla was an 
emergence of part of himself made material, an- 
other self. The professor, who created a weapon to 
rival the hydrogen bomb, could himself have be- 
come a Godzilla in order to avenge his own scars 
from war. But through his suicide, he closed off this 
path. 

In his later incarnations, Godzilla loses its 
negative edge, and consequently, it no longer had 
to be destroyed. It may have been inevitable that 
Godzilla eventually became cast in the role of “the 
good guy”, protector of the earth and defender of 
the status quo. It is from there that Godzilla goes 
on a rampage as a god of destruction without 
reason. But for my part, I still want to seethe return 
of the Godzilla whose destruction has a purpose. 
And not in the movie theaters, but in real life. 

It is from this foundation that an assault on the 
emperor system and the state will be launched by 
the militant godzillaists. You say there’s no such 
thing? Well, this is only the beginning.

ENOUGH’S ENOUGH ALREADY! 


1 9 MONTHS LATER, KIERAN KNUTSON IS STILL WAITING FOR ATRIAL

Ever heard of the right to “a fair and speedy trial”? 
Well, neither has the state of Minnesota. Nineteen 
months after being falsely charged for assaulting a neo- 
nazi skinhead, Minneapolis anti-racist activist Kieran 
Frazier Knutson is still waiting for a chance to tell his 
story to a jury. 

It all started way back on October 22, 1993, at an 
anti-racist demonstration at the University of Minne- 
sota. Kieran was working security for the event when 
two known Northern Hammer nazi skinheads, Daniel 
Simmer and Amy Forman, showed up. Kieran and 
others approached Simmer and Forman, but before the 
nazi couple could be asked to leave, Simmer pulled 
something shiny out of his pocket and lunged at Kieran. 
Kieran, thinking it was a knife, thwacked Simmer with 
a flashlight and a fight broke out. Simmer got the short 
end of the stick. 

At the rally, University police arrested Simmer 
and seized his shiny object, which turned out to be a pair 
of brass knuckles. But the cops immediately let Simmer 
go and six weeks later Kieran found out he was charged 
with two counts of felony assault. He faces up to ten 
years in prison and $20,000 in fines if convicted. 

THE STATE IS AFTER OUR RIGHTS (AGAIN) 

This story is yet another outrageous, enraging, but 
all-too-normal case of the state taking sides with nazis, 
right? Well, yes, but there’s a twist This time, state 
prosecutors aren’t just after Kieran, they’re also out to 
establish a legal precedent that would make the media act 
as an arm of the state. Prosecutors want to force the 


university newspaper to give up photos they took of the 
demonstration and to make areporter testify against Kieran. 

At press time, the courts ruled that the newspaper has 
to turn over the photos and that the reporter has to testify. 
If them lings are upheld, this is aseriousblow to any notion 
of an independent press: a precedent would be established 
whereby the media would be forced to turn over whatever 
evidence the state demanded. 

Fortunately, the student paper is fighting the state 
every step of the way. However, after each court ruling 
(six so far) there is an appeal, and after each appeal we go 
to court to support Kieran, only to find the trial has been 
delayed yet again. Because of this, Kieran’ s trial has been 
delayed eight times so far. A bit ridiculous, isn’t it? 

WE HATE COURTROOMS: DROP THE CHARGES! 

But why should an innocent person have to go to trial 
at all? The charges are completely bogus: Kieran hit the 
nazi, but he clearly acted in self-defense. Because of the 
injustice of this prosecution, because the state is pursuing 
the case to infringe on whatever is left of a“fr ee press,” and 
because this kind of injustice happens every day, anti- 
racists all over have been fighting back. 

The prosecutor’s office has been swamped with 
letters and phone calls from all over the world demand- 
ing that the charges against Kieran be dropped. Lo- 
cally, we have held several successful demonstrations 
in support of Kieran. At our last demo, we occupied 
County Attorney Mike Freeman’s office for over an 
hour until he agreed to meet with us. 

Of course, the state has invested so much time and 
money prosecuting Kieran (plus we have embarrassed 


them so much!) that they probably won’t drop the 
charges at this point, but we can sure make them sorry 
they didn’t! The sooner each trial date gets, the more 
pressure we need to put on them. 

HOW YOU CAN SUPPORT KIERAN 

Kieran’s next trial date is June 26. Here’s some 
things you can do: 

• Write the prosecutor and demand that all charges 
against Kieran Frazier Knutson be dropped immedi- 
ately ! Send one copy of your letter to the AFDC and one 
to: Mike Freeman / C2000 Hennepin County Govern-

The coniihuing saga of CHAOS amd TERROR in the wake of ilk. troublemakers DOOM & EXTINCTION OF MANKIND 


Where-ever they went, a trail of destruction & anti- 
system aggression followed in their wake (See PE 
#23, German Punks Go For It !) . On July 26, 1 994, the 
day of a gig with DOOM, EXTINCTION OF MAN- 
KIN D and SO WAR (from Poland), an anti-McDonald's 
demonstration took place in the Czech city of Brno. 

A large crowd had gathered, swelled in ranks by 
punks out for the gig, completely peaceful in the 
beginning. However, a few demonstrators, enraged 
by the waste produced by this consumerist mecca 
(among other things), decided to give McWaste's 
some of their trash back. Soon, bags full of McDonald's 
waste were opened and spilled in front of the picture- 
perfect vista in front of the McGreedy Bastards'. As 
well , paint bombs splattered their message of "McFuck 
You" across the face of the building. McBricks were 
also used to further the point, perforating numerous 
window panes. 

The McSecurity and McPigs soon retaliated, forc- 
ing the demonstrators away from the building with 
their truncheons. Some people were arrested, but 
the charges were not serious and they were released 
after 1-2 hours. As of Press time, three people still 
stand accused for "public disturbance" but local PE 
field operatives suggest that all will work out in the 
end. Over-all damages: $10,000... but just wait until 
you hear about what they did in Mexico City!

AUG. 6 - HIROSHIMA 

Anarchists ha Id their own demonstration 
and rally organized by anarchist youth groups. 
Despite the city of Hiroshima being known as 
the place where ihe first atomic bomb was 
dropped, Hiroshima still has many factories in 
the city which produce weapons and war mate- 
rial ever since the time of the War, Anarchists 
claim that the government-held *The Wish for 
Peace Cerimony* is nothing but a political farce. 
Anarchists from several cities came to join the 
action on this day. More than 30 anarchists 
took part in the rally despite the police reaction 
with armed riot cops. After the rally, an anti- 
state meeting took place Inasmall hall. A video 
of the Spanish revolution was shown there and 
there was also a discussion on anarchist per- 
spectives. 

SEPT. 11- HIROSHIMA 

A demonstration took place against die 
opening of the Asian Athletic Games *94. More 
than 30 anarchists and citizen activists partici- 
pated. Anarchists chanted "Smash the Japa- 
nese imperialist rerinvasion of the Asian coun- 
tries!" and marched hoisting black flags. 

As weVe seen in history— at the Berlin 
Olympic Games In 1 934— it is obvious that the 
state ruling power mobilizes people by forcing 
nationalist ideology when such athletic games 
are held. This time, the Japanese state held the 
so-called Asian-Area Olympic Games in 
Hiroshima. In the name of "Asia-wide friend- 
ship," the Japanese imperialist state planned 
again to be the leader in Asia. People were 
forced to bow to the Japanese Emperor Akihito 
when he attended and declared the opening of 
the games. 



MW. 84 - KYOTO 


A demonstration against "The 1 200 years 
anniversary of Kyoto city foundation festival." 
Kyoto had been the capital of Japan before 
Tokyo became the capital 1 20 years ago. the 
capitai Itself meant the city of the Emperor, 
Throughout the history of 1200 years of the 
bloody imperial governments, many people and 
indigenous populations in Japan’s colonial ar- 
eas have been murdered. Elementary school 
students were also forced to join in the celebrat- 
ing ceremonies organized by the local govern- 
ment. "Hinomaru/ the so-called national flag of 
Japan— unfolded on every comer of the streets 
of the city. At the main ceremony held on Nov. 
8, the Emperor and Empress came to attend 
from Tokyo and appealed to the citizens, "The 


city of Kyoto is our respected great history and 
the very mind of the Japanese people/ The 
mayer SchSHer from Frankfort, Germany— 
which w01 also have their 1200th anniversary 
next year— also attended. 

On Nov. 8, Kyoto anarchists and anar- 
chists from other cities such as Hiroshima, 
made a rally with local ctitizen groups. 

On Nov. 7, Radical students held a meet- 
ing impeaching imperialist and nationalist policy 
of Kyoto city ailing powers. More than 40 
students came tojoin from the Tokyo metropoli- 
tan area ^hd;fhe west part of Japan, it was 
organized as a pre-action for the next day's 
rally. The city was under total control of plain- 
clothes cops and heavily mobilized riot cops 
through the night. 

On Nov. 8, following up to the previous 
day's meeting, the students made a rally to- 
wards the city conference hall where the cer- 
emony took place. The demonstration was 
halted and had to turn back due to police 
control. Anarchist students also participated in 
this action.

The Japanese state executed two prisotv 
ers who were on death row. Despite the fact 
that neither were political prisoners, one was a 
member of the United Prisoners Union (UPUji, 
and was active in the fight against the terrible 
conditions of the prisons. Despite attempts to 
make acourt appeal, the law authorities and the 
government rejected not only his rights but his 
mere existence itself. 

DEC. 3 - TOKYO 

An anarchist gathering took place orga- 
nized by the Anarchist Youth Center, the group 
who publishes Anarchist Independent Review. 
'Possibilities In youth struggle" was the subject 
of discussion at the gathering and a video on 
the squatters movement in Holland was shown. 

DEC. 2S • TOKYO 

A winter party was held by the group 
Inoken. This group is involved with the fight 
against racism, for the rights of workers from 
'foreign countries,* against discrimination of 
homeless people, and the rights of other citizen 
groups, youth organizations, and anarchists. 
The amount of homeless people are increasing 
due to the economic depression that file Japa- 
nese society now faces. As file only solution to 
solve this problem, theTokyo metropolitan gov- 
ernment has evicted homeless people from the 
Shinjuku station which was the only place where 
the homeless people could sleep under a roof 
in the area. Many protest actions have been 
organized against this government policy hos- 
tile to the homeless.

WHEN IN THE COURSE OF HUMAN EVENTS... 


SQUATTING CROATIA 

For anyone who doesn't know, "Kuglana" 
was the first squat in Zagreb. The building 
was occupied in October, 1 994, by almost a 
hundred people (Kuglana was an old bowl- 
ing place, unused for two years) and it lasted 
for 3 days. After those three days the police 
came, along with the owners, and the squat- 
ters made a compromise. The squatters 
agreed to make a written request, for the 
building, to the owners with signatures (the 
owners asked for about 60 signatures, but 
they got more than 1 300). The owners of the 
building (the building was owned by the town 
itself, but was given for use to the state 
railway company) promised to reply within 
three days. Actually, they did send a reply 
within three days, but this came during the 
weekend, so the message was delayed until 
Monday. The worst thing was that Kuglana 
was destroyed on Saturday without any warn- 
ing!!! One person was sleeping in Kuglana at 
the time and was nearly killed under a bull- 
dozer. 

Afterwards, the squatters went to the 
city authorities and railway company to ask 
who was to blame. Their answers were 
contradictory and each blamed one-another. 
This just meant they were both guilty. This 
reaction just tells us that any self-initiative 
and self-organization of the people of Zagreb 
are not welcome and will be treated accord- 
ingly. 

Even though the first squatting was not 
successful, it was a good learning experience. 
All of the people involved want to try it again. 
Not only have people now tried it, they also 
made better connections with each other and 
consolidated themselves for further struggle. 

SUCCESS IN SPLIT 


is not a total squat, because they got the build- 
ing legally. Split became a bit isolated after the 
war, and this was an awakening of it's under- 
ground movement. The building which they got 
was supposed to be a "Socialist Youth House" 
and was under construction for more than ten 
years (it is still unfinished). The empty building 
has been decorated for several weeks, and 
after talks with the city authorities, they got a 
permit to organize concerts, exhibits, etc.

ZAP are planning to open a library together 
with the Anti-War Campaign. It will be a peace, 
libertarian, and revolutionary library with lots of 
books otherwise found in Croatia, alternative maga- 
zines and fanzines.

BQD: Yes it is difficult for us to tour our country 
because it casts too much and sometimes there is 
no band to play with. We only play in Tokyo, except 
once wa played in Nagoya, Lots of big name bands 
from Europe and the US tour in Japan , (not only 
hardcore bands). Their tickets are expensive. Do 
they tour to make fucking money!? They should 
play at the underground places. We would like to 


tour everywhere outside of Japan, as long as if: costs 
little and is enjoyable and not violent! 

PE: What are the future plane for B.O.D.? 
Do you have any new releasee in the works? 

BOD: For now, we have a gig once a month. 
Possibly we may tour the US!? Our new releases 
are as fallows:

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The Japanese punk scene is known to 
fascinate people all over the world, 
although very little is actually known 
about it. Japanese bands rate well in 
anarcho-punk circles because many of 
them sound like Discharge, Antisect and 
various other classic, political UK 
bands. But most everybody would rather 
ignore the obvious inconsistencies and 
lack of political awareness in the 
Japanese scene so as to not disturb the 
PC smokescreen when listening to mind- 
less Dis-copycats. Luckily, one of the 
more outspoken bands from the new wave 
of truly political bands from Japan, 
Power if Idea, made their way to Germany 
for a tour /vacation thing in 1994 and 
also played Berlin on the 27th of 
August. Interviewing bassist Masaki, 
Y@hoo would like to point out that the 
language barrier created huge problems 
and kept this from going an in-depth as 
might have been necessary, with an 
additional problem being the restrain- 
ing fear of retaliation from Japanese 
folks who might not like some of 
Masaki 's views. There will hopefully be 
more information from Japan in the 
future, clearing up the many illusions 
about it. A big thanks goes to Jacki, 
Masaki' s girlfriend, for helping to 
translate. 

PE: Why don't you start out by telling 
a little bit about how Power of Idea got 
started? 

M: Well, I played before in a band 

called TDF and they broke up so I started 
Power of Idea and we've been practising 
since March of 1994. In June, we had our 
first show and ever since then we've 
played about twice a month in Japan. 
This European tour was planned for TDF 
last year, but now we're here with Power 
of Idea. 

PE: I think TDF played in NYC, how did 
that work out? It's very rare for a 
Japanese band to play outside of their 
country. 

M: We played NYC twice, we went there 
on something like a holiday. We paid for 
the tickets out of our own pockets. It's 
pretty expensive to fly form Japan to 
the US, but it's not so bad for us 
because we all have jobs. 

PE: I assume that there are m$fny people 
in Japanese bands that have jobs and 
could afford going overseas, but nobody 
seems to do it. Why did you, of all 
people, make it to NYC? 

M: Almost all of the Japanese punks 

don't have regular jobs. They have them 
for short periods of time and give them 
up relatively soon. 

PE: I thought that everybody would have 
a job in Japan because there's no 
welfare to rely on. 
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M: Well, you can rarely get some money 
from the government, but it's very hard. 
PE: How do all those punks survive 
without jobs? 

M: They get drunk. 

PE: Well, where do they get the money 
for the booze? 

M: They have jobs for small periods of 
time and then they quit and drink away 
all the money they earned until it’s 
time to get a new job and start the whole 
thing over. Japan has a very different 
scene than the rest of the world. Almost 
all Japanese punks are only interested 
in punk as a fashion. There's a lot of 
clones who sound like UK bands, Dis- 
charge, Antisect, etc. and now there’s 
some newer bands that copy US hardcore. 
When Exploited say: "Punk's Not Dead! ", 
Japanese punks say "Punk's Not Dead!" 
but they don't even understand what it 
means. Nobody in Japan actually thinks 
about the "system" but they all shout 
"Fuck the System!" because it's what 
punks are supposed to say. 

PE: Many people in America and Europe 
think that the Japanese scene is so 
great because there are many bands that 
sound like Discharge and have those 
simplistic political lyrics, but that 
doesn't mean that the bands really 
understand what they're actually sing- 
ing about. 

M: There are two types of punks in 
Japan. The first I call "geek punks". 
They collect a lot of records but never 
try to read the lyrics or understand 
what the bands are saying, they're just 
into it for the music and the fashion. 
Maybe 90% of the Japanese punks fall in 
this category. There is a famous 
Japanese music magazine called Doll 
which is very widely read in the scene. 
Overall, it's a typically rotten music 
paper, but I have to admit that it helped 
in influencing me. Sometimes they have

PE: So how has the response been up to 
now? 

M: It was mostly positive. I have been 


playing in bands for about ten years 
now. I'm 29 years old and I can't find 
people my own age who share my ideas, 
but there's a new generation of people 
between 19-24 who have a big interest 
in what we're doing. They very much 
enjoy my zine and the records I put out. 
About 150-200 people come to our gigs 
in Japan. 

PE: What age is a normal Japanese punk? 
M: Between 20-24 years old. 

PE: Really? In the US, the scene is 
so much younger , with a lot of people 
from 15 to 20 years. Most people quit 
the scene when they get to college age 
so it's weird to hear that in Japan it 
would be so much different. 

M: Most of the people are between 20- 
24. When people reach the age of about 
24 they tend to give up on it and drop 
out. Now, there are a lot of 20 year 
olds who started being involved in punk 
at the age of 15 or 16. But most high 
school kids these days are not into 
punk, but dance music, so there's not 
so many newcomers in the scene because 
it's not the trendy thing to do. That's 
why the scene has gotten older overall. 
PE: How old are people when they finish 
school in Japan? 

M: Usually 18. About 5 years ago there 
were many 15 year old high school 
students into punk but it's not that way 
anymore. 

PE: About this new scene that you were 
talking about, who are the people 
involved in that? I assume since you 
put out a record by Battle of Disarm, 
they probably have something to do with 
it as well. But there seem to be very 
few vegetarians in Japan. 

M: Yes, there aren't that many, but It's 
been getting better over the years. 

PE: I heard that there Is some sort of ALF 
activity ip Japan, can you tell me 
anything about it? 

M: Well, somebody I know put out an ALF 
zine, but I don't really think highly of 
It because it was a really thin zine, only 
about 8 pages and the letters were really 
big so It didn't come up to it's potential 
at all. We, my family and I, take care of 
over 150 stray dogs and cats in Tokyo and 
I think we're the only people In the 
country that do such a thing . I don ' t want 
to get Into any details, but about 7 years 
ago there was the first ALF actfton in Japan 
when some monkeys who were raised in a kind 
of farm in the mountains wore liberated, 
and ALF slogans painted oil a monument to 
the Japanese emperor which is a very 
serious offence. The cops are still 
looking for the ones responsible and the 
prison sentence would be around 13 years 
so I would rather not talk about this In 
any greater detail. 

PE: OK, why don't we talk about you 

contact to Tribal War? You're doing 
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Tribal War Asia, so how did that come 
about? 

M: A few years ago, I was disappointed 
with the punk scene in Japan and I thought 
that there really weren't any "real" punks 
in the whole world. Then I got a letter 
from Ralphy Boy from Squat or Rot in NYC. 
I am very interested in NYC, because it's 
a very famous city in the whole world and 
everybody says there's no city like it 
anywhere. So I always wanted to go to NYC 
and I thought that Squat or Rot was a 
really good thing. I was in touch with 
Neil as well and told him that I want to 
go to NYC and whether we could play there. 
He said it wouldn't be any problem so 
that's how TDF got to play there. I think 
Neil is a very nice person and I'm very 
much inspired and influenced by the way he 
does his stuff. He made me believe hat 
there are indeed "real" punks in this 
world! HaHa! I want to make a new, "real 
punk" scene in Japan because I think the 
Japanese scene is mostly meaningless 
bullshit. So I asked Neil if it would be 
allright with him if I made Tribal War Asia 
and he was into the idea. We trust each 
other and deal on a fair level. Neither 
of us is interested in making money out of 
it. I want to distribute records at lowest 
possible price. Some record stores in 
Japan get Tribal War stuff from me but 
people can order it directly for about 
half the normal price of other Japanese 
records. 

PE: Where do you make the records? As far 
as I know, there aren't any vinyl pressing 
plants left in Japan. 

M: Yes, the last ones closed down a while 
ago. I get the records done in the US and 
get them shipped to Japan and it’s still 
cheaper than records that used to be made 
in Japan in the past. 

PE: On what terms do you work with Tribal 
War? Do you sell their releases in Japan 
and they sell yours in America? 

M: Yes, that's roughly what we do, 
although I have to say that I only sell 
about 50-100 copies of Neil's releases 
because I have them sent by sea-mail to 
keep prices down and there are a few record 
shops in Japan that deal direct with Neil 
and pay for him to send them airmail. So 
it’s a bit like everyone will have already 
bought their records from those stores by 
the time I get my surface mail shipment.

Rnarchist Bookfair

As hundreds of anarchos and punks flooded into London, the 
anticipated housing shortage mas quickly solued by sguatting an empty 
office building near Comuay hall, right in the middle of London's 
central business district. Ihe building had 3 floors uiith about 10 
rooms each, ruall-to-iuall carpets, running mater and heating. Per- 
fect! A respectable part of the German contingent found a home there, 
along mith English. American. Dutch. Italian. Spanish and uarious 
other folks. 

Luckily, sguatting mas still legal at this point, the Criminal 
Justice Bill not yet having passed Parliament, fhat means that the 
police couldn't euict the building, oiithout theomner first filinga ciuil 
suit mhich mould take at least 2 meeks Ihat didn't mean, homeuer. 
that me mere meanmhile forgotten by the cops. Ihey mould driue by 
afem times a day. mriting dornn license plates of foreign cars, lllhen 
me manted to leaue London after the Gathering, me mere subjected to 
a half hour identification check. 

On the first day of the Gathering, a general assembly mas held, 
deciding that the building had to be locked and secured at all times, 
preuenting the cops from just malking into the place. A system of 
uolunteers mas drafted that ensured that at least 2 people mere almays 
matching the main door, alloming squatters to go in and out. fouphold 
hygienic standards, large amounts of toilet paper mere organized from 
nearby pubs and restaurants. In the euening. a seemingly suicidal 
English person managed to hook directly into the city's electrical 
lines! 

fhe first problem betmeen the approximately GO squatters 
arose mhen a room in the top floor mas turned into an all-day party room 
mith loud music blasting and drunken conversation in the later hours 
of the night. Instead of just heading dornn into the lomer floors, an 
English sguatter insisted on hauing everyone be guiet. mhich didn't 
exactly gain him much sympathy 

Besides this, there masn't much trouble. On the contrary, there 
mas much communication and sharing betmeen the international 
squatters going on. homeuer. a rather unfortunate turn of events 
occured tomards the end of the Gathering. First, a fern Spanish and 
Italian punks decided to completely annihilate one of the rooms on the 
top floor, euen smashing the malls to pieces, pissing off some of the 
locals mho mere thinking of trying to keep the squat running euen after 
the Gathering, f hen. a Spanish punk mas found dead after ouerdosing 
on heroin, hauing mixed alcohol mith uarious other drugs. It's a bit 
hard to say mhat really happened, but his corpse mas supposedly 
somehom lost, then found in a dumpster. But maybe these are all 
rumors. Ulhat is certain is that someone decided to call an ambulance 
andsubsequently the cops shoujed up. too. As far as I understood, the 
police haue the right to enter a building mithout a search marrant after 
tmo days if they don's haue enough evidence to investigate a death. 
Heedless to say. noneof the squatters cooperated miththe cops andso 
everyone left the building shortly before the tmo day notice mas up. 

I haue no idea mhat happened after that, foo bad because the building 
mas great anda good time mas had by all inuolued (maybe too much fun 
in a fern people's case!)

It soundedfun: The reuolutlonary masses march on the Houses of 
Parliament, begin to chant, sing, make noise and demand: "Out Demons 
Outl " Impressed by the anger and our psych pouters. Parliament mill rise 
30 ft into the air. tremble andfatl into pieces Great idea! So. on a golden 
Sunday morning, about 1.000 anarchists, punks, hippies, etc. from all 
ouer Europemet on the other side of the Riuer Thames, facingthe dreadful 
skyline of the Parliament. After a lengthy period of finding your com- 
rades-in-arms and realizing that there mere mainly non-British actiuists 
[mainly from Germany. Holland. Italy. Spain, etc.) present, the march 
set off in loose order Many of us mere confused, nobody knern rnhat mas 
planned (admittedly, leuitation sounds fun. but that’s not all there is in 
life!) and so there mas a noticeable lack of common intention on the 
streets After a short rnalk on the not-so-mild-side. me passed Parlia- 
ment m ithin t hrom ing d istance . . . but nothing happened. Impossiblefor 
us (Germans) to think of such a masted opportunity to mreck hauoc. 
bearing in mind that you're not euen adorned to appach the German 
parliament by one mile during demos! 

Eueryone seemed to be in a nice and friendly Sunday afternoon 
mood, there rnasn’t euen much to be seen of the cops mho didn't euen 
mear riot-gear (although there mas plenty of them mailing in the nearby 
sidestreets) . Ihe "officer friendlys" guided the march onto a square in 
front of the Parliament ("Please don't block the streets!"), eueryone 
follomed. most of us "foreigners" mere pretty alienated. So me stood 
there, a cromd of 1.000. stuck on a small, grassy square, mailing for 
something to happen. Someone ment looking for the riot-police and 
possible get-amays. Tourist buses droue by. the passengers taking 
photos of our "mild bunch". Then some folks mere fed up mith the 
situation and started to climb one of the nearby flagpoles, trying to tear 
domn the "Union Jack", but mere immediately hassled by the cops mho 
still tried to keep it nice and peaceful. Some shouing. flags saued. cops 
satisfied. Ille suddenly realizedthat those people mho manted to giue the 
gathering a more militant direction meren’t the locals, but again 
autonomists from Spain. Germany. Poland, etc. The rest of the cromd 
didn't seem to take notice of the little shouing in the front rorns - they 
possibly didn't mant to. Instead many of them started chanting, accom- 
panied by flutes, drums and merry dancing! 

Guarded by police lines, they ment on and on. confusing dancing 
as a substitute for actual forms of political struggle. Those of us mho 
didn't mant to become an object of ridicule, left, leauing the dancing 
hippies behind 

III hat could haue been a strong and maybe m ilitant outlook against 
British and European state oppression turned into somekindof freak shorn 
mith no threat at all for the oppressors It's not a bad thing to express 
opposition through methods of agit-prop and humor, but those Hem Age 
dancers didn't make themselues clear. Hang of us "foreigners" felt 
annoyed. In general, it's a problem to take part in actions in other 
countries, you get Meeting that p haue to be guided, but hereme just 
felt helpless Ule shouldn't haue reliedon the leuitation concept as much 
as me did. but on the other hand, mho are me. to be the ones to start 
trouble there. The local radicals (or militants?) didn't shorn up. They 
probably knem rnhat mould haue amaited them. 

P S. The leuitation didn't rnork!

lilhilo the Gathering was taking place, it was reuealed that a 
colored immigrant died when seueral gouernment officials of the immi- 
gration seruice paid him a uisit. f he man had been lining in the UK for a 
whilewithhisfamilyand was supposedly "safe" when seueral immigra- 
tion cops turned up at his apartment . The outcome was that the man "fell" 
(?) out of a 3rd floor window after they had entered. Nobody called an 
ambulance and the seuerely injured man was shielded from passers-by. 
He died in the arms of the cops. 

The Socialist Worker's Party had called a rally in front of the 
Brixton Police station for the next euening and euen though there are 
enough reasons to shun the SUJP and it's politics, quite a few anarchists 
decided to go down in solidarity with yet another uictim of racist police 
policy. 

Ill hen we approached, the first thing that came into sight were a 
bunch of people huddled together in the square in front of the cop shop but 
nearly inuisible to the public as it was already quite dark outside. Some 
folks were seen to be running around in a circle, shouting slops like : 
"Unite and Fight!". "No Justice. No Peace!", and "They Say Get Back. 
UJe Say Fight Back! ". So far so pd. except that the sight of political 
actiuists with placards running around in a circle-dance mosh pit seems 
a bit ridiculous to folks from Mainland Europe. After a short while, about 
1 20 people had gathered, although the cops didn't seem bothered, after 
all. why should they? There was only about 1 5 cops in regular uniform 
in the square. In addition, the demonstrators had cornered themselues in 
between some traffic barriers. Since the public didn't seem to take any 
notice, some "mainlanders" decided to block the main road and 2 rows 
of people linked arms and halted traffic. N few pigs were there in no time 
and tried to push us back, looking behind us and expecting support from 
the rest of the crowd and the "militant" sloganeers, nothing happened! 
The SHIP still ran around in their stupid little circle in the back shouting 
"No Justice. No Peace! " while other people just apathetically watched 
some "stupid mainlanders" getting themselues into trouble. Thus dis- 
couraged. the demonstrators let themselues be pushed back by the small 
number of cops. 

More than the passiuity of the onlookers, it was enraging to hear 
the SHIP chants in the back, although this is quite typical for this 
organization. Militant, action-oriented uocabulary remains just that if 
nothing backs it up. This certainly doesn't go to say that euery demo 
should turn into a riot, but if one wants to get attention, you don't do it 
by running around in circles. 

Additional fuel for anger was supplied by the crowds of flannel 
andfatigue-wearing. dreadlocked "indie" youth whoeagerly hurried past 
the demo to go see The Leuellers and Schwartzeneggar around the corner 
for 8.50 pounds at Brixton Academy (big ass uenue. room for 5.000 
sheep! ) and feel real alternate. Fuck off! 

Maybe this whole incident is getting much more attention than it 
deserues. but afoul taste remains - another person dead and that's the 
only response .... 


About the best thing for me during the "Anarchy" week was the 
big Critical Mass Friday ride. In case anybody doesn't know. CM is a 
spontaneously predetermined reclamation of the streets by the pedal 
pushing community, of which in this instance there were seueral hundred 
present, (lie began on Hlaterloo bridge and then on to Parliament square 
for three or four more laps. The motorized traffic comes to a uirtual 
standstill, traffic lights become obsolete, we'refree and safe and there 
seems to be an unstoppable power in our numbers. The cops are in 
euidence like neuer before on a CM. I guess because of the festiual. But 


mainly as some kind of an escort up to this point. To be a cyclist in a major 
city during the late twentieth century is. at least BOX of the time, an 
almost existential experience: you constantly take your life in your 
hands and place yourself at the perennial land hugely wanting) mercy of 
a ubiquitous flow of crazed bus and truck driuers. Only a pedal pusher 
accustomed to the real, life-threatening daily reality of this can possibly 
empathize with the enormous empowerment and feelings of euphoric joy 
that come with taking back the streets, like this, if only once a month.

CHD Demo

As with just about euery other social function 
at this gathering, uie almost managed to come late. I 
guess lone. Peace. Happiness ... and Ho Nukes! 
didn't seem as tempting as the organizers fiped. 

Coming out of the temple lube, the meeting 
point, me uiere met by the horrific sight that had 
already plagued the leuitation: embarrassing hippies 
and assorted other fluffies in their hundreds! Hauing 
finally met upmithafem decent folks, me decided to 
stay in a group, meanwhile being filmed from aboue 
by the pigs. When the demo got on its way. we 
remained in our group, about 30 people in all. there 
was no outward militancy (exceptfor the fact that we 
didn't run around with beads around our necks, 
pretendingthat life is allabout projecting good uibesl. 
no linked chains, no maskings. etc Without any 
obuious reason, the cops dec idud to arrest someone o n 
the left side of the demo "Protected" by those swell 
CHC marshalls, we couldn't do anythingto preuenl it. 
then things happened uery fast: the cops aduanced 
towards us and we linked arms life were dragged out 
of the demo, despite our resistance, while the hippie 
fucks passiuely looked on. 

the cops strangely didn't beat the shit out of 
us but remained relatiuely restrained and seemed to 
be satisfied in separating us from the larger demo 
crowd and draggingus into a side street where things 
didn't look as polite, they had stationed euerything 
from riot cops, pigs on horseback and detention uans 
there. When asked why they had brutally dragged us 
out of the demo, the cops replied that they were asked 
to do so by the CHD. the CHD supposedly denied this 
afterwards, but youknow the saying: Heuertrustthe 
pigs and neuer trust the CHD! 

We were then searched extensiuely and our 
papers were checked. It turned out that there was 
only 1 (!) English personamongthe arrested. Strangely 
enough we wereletfree after thesearchand were able 
to go to Trafalgar Square for the end rally where we 
met up w ith the other arrestees w ho had been released 
as well. From what we could tell, only the person 
arrested at the beginning of the march was still in 
custody, 1 

In Trafalgar Square I was sadly reminded of a 
realization which CRASS had made more than 1 0 years 
ago: "[When the issues weren't so fashionable) the 
leftist doues were happy to be sharing peanuts with 
the rest of the pigeons in the square! "

if all I did mas bellyache. Some things came off great. Ho one shomed to 
start the International Anarchist meeting, but seueral of us took the 
initiatiue and it mentonas planned, butmithoutsomelisted participants 
mho didn't shorn and mithafem extras, lile asked folks to comeuptothe 
stage and tell us about the situation in their countries. Of course, many 
folks, myself included, had come to hear Lorenzo Eruin. but there mas 
inuoluement and questions about eueryone's speech. 

I think the greatest contribution that the festiual gaue mas the 
opportunity to meet other anarchist folks from around Europe and the US 
and euen to a limited extent, the rest of the morld. I met lots of i greatfoUcs 


there, and in the end that made the trip to London rnorth it. 

One session that mas not part of the 1 0 Days euen! but coincided 
mas Class Ular's liolence us Honuiolence" debate.

FOOTBALL EUEHTS

euents for the festiual. so I think I could fill you in on horn it ment. Ihe 
"Supporters Power” meeting ment excellent, all the speakers turned up 
and all us footy fans had a good old moan about the state of the game.

Ihe Anarchist 
Football Tournament mas held on the last day of the festiual. but 
unfortunately it mas destined to rain all day (!) and although loads of 
people came at different times during the day. they all ended up in the 
nearest pub to escape the meather. Eight teams took part: (Herder 
Illoodhouse (from feeds). 1 in 12 EC (Bradford). Hand of God EC 
(Brighton). Easton Cowboys [Bristol). Brixton Anarchists (12 1 Centre). 
Attack EC (Peckham. South London) . london St Pauli Supporters Club and 
Deal Class Ular [mho were supporters of Class Ular mith no (!) links to 
the Class Ular federation] . Ihe final mas mon 1 -B by Easton Comboys 
ouer 1 in 12AFC After the final, all the teams ment back to the "Curues" 
squatted cafe in Hackney mhere free food mas laid on and the minners 
mere amarded a superb trophy and a crate of kestral super lager. 

Strange, the festie seemed to come in mithout a bang and then 
ended mithout so much as a fizzle. Die mere all extremely pleased m ith 
the may things ment and shomed that anarchy and football are not sofar 
remoued. 

As for the rest of the festiual: Ulell. for 10 days, london sam 
loads and loads of pissed up foreigners here on a bit of a holiday enjoying 
some pdgigs .I've no complaints about that (if it mere held in Germany 
or America and I could afford it.

IHFAASIAIICIUAE: Despite the illusions many pple haue about london. 
it's not exactly a place mith a lot of self-run places that could be used 
for the festiual. Ihe fact that many uenues had to be rented and mere 
sometimes euen horrifically commercial enterprises raised criticism 
right from the beginning stages of the planning. As someone accustomed 
to holding euents exclusiuely in self-run places, it mas sorta alienating 
to deal mith the restriction of commercial uenues. But seeing as london 
has only 3 larger autonomous places (121 Centre. Cool Ian. 56a Centre), 
there mas really no may to deal mith Ihe mass of people mho manted to 
attend meetings, gigs. etc. There mere only tmo food kitchens set up. 
mith one of them euen being from Holland. Many of the people mho came 
from abroad had to stay w ith friends or mere d istributed among the squats 
mho offered to house people. In case you don't knom. a usual london 
squat is one of those smell little English houses, mith about 2-3 rooms, 
therefore, not to be compared mith the apartment block squats of 
Mainland Europe. Ouerall. housing mas really not a problem and things 
rnorked out quite mell for eueryone Homeuer. there are cities on the 
European continent mith definitely much better infrastructure for such a 
large gathering. It mould be interesting to see if a similar festiual could 
be held somewhere on the continent in the next fern years. 

CEOGRRPHV : Seeing as England is separated by an unfriendly strip of 
mater from the rest of Europe, it presented a transportational problem to 
those mho liked to hitchhike euerymhere they go. This is probably the

Going back and forth mas only possible by taking 
the tube mhich mascriminady expensive, and because of tight security, 
uery hard to use for free. So a lot of money mas inuested in getting from 
one place to another, usually prolonged euen further by getting tost. 
UnlikeabigcitytikeHYC. london is mostly flat and very, uerymide. Host 
of the "out-of- (owners" (including myself! ) spent at least an hour each 
day getting lost in London's labyrinth, mith the blame lying firmly in the 
lack of street signs in the goddamn city. Ihe tupes close down around 
midnight so if you mere stuck in the opposite area of mhere you mere 
staying, you could either get a night bus mhich took up to three hours to 
get mhere you manted to or party all night and mait for the first tube at 
around G in the morning (mhich masn't a particularly good idea if you 
manted to go to the morkshops at noon on the same day) . Either may. you 
lost (or had to go home early!). It mould have been a tremendous 
improvement if the events and people could have been constrained to one 
area! I heardof onestaunch anti-cdpitalist mho refused topay for thefube 
and ended up going home by foot three hours (mell. at least he was asfast 
as the bus!), [continued next page...]

o whole. I will try to summoriee ondpresentsomesortofyenerol onolysis. oyoin stressing thotthis is completely ond utterly 
subjective. 
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ORGHHIZRTIOH: I'm not going to join the choir of complaint about the 
festiual's organization because I think it actually uient guite uiell for an 
euenl of such size. Considering that it had to deal urith problems of 
infrastructure and lack of inuoluement in the planning stages, it uias a 
miracle that it went as uiell as it did. Sure, some of the meetings didn't 
happen and euents mere listed incorrectly, but on the mhole. things 
rnorked OK . There mere definite areas of complaint, but if there is to be 
another attempt at getting something like this going again, they mill 
hopefully be rectified. Host of the problems mereof an organizational and 
beauraucratic nature, so that's nothing that couldn't be dealt mith. fls 
anarchists, people should possibly not complain unless they haue at 
least tried to get inuolued and sort out the problems. Hauing rnorked on 
alternatiue projects at home, it should be clear to eueryone f rom common 
experience that not much gets done unless you do it yourself or the 
morkload is organized and shared equally tmhich happens about as often 
as Hailey's comet passes by thisplanet!) 

PARTIQPATIOH: The first thing that comes to mind is that this festiual 
masa huge embarrassment to theBritish anarchist mouement as a mhole. 
Besides the Londoners mho didn't really haue a long may to trauel. there 
mas hardly anybody there from the rest of the country. I think I can say 
mithout a doubt that there mere more Americans there than Scots. Those 
Euro-mainlanders (or North Americans for that matter!] mho had any 
misconceptions about the political scene in the UK had all their illusions 
smashed to little pieces. The thing that sauedthis festiual mas definitely 
the international participation! It mas fucking brilliant! There mere 
people from Portugal to Poland. Italy to Scandinauia. as melt as many 
from the IIS and euen Israel. I think the international contingent must 
haue num bered around 500 people, if not more. Seeing horn itmasareally 
hard time meeting anybody from the UK. time mas spent meeting folks 
from uirtually euery country in Europe, establishing links and contacts 
that p couldn't really haue made under different circumstances It mas 
also quite funny the may locals seemed to be amazed at all these 
"foreigners" coming into their tomn. a certain scepticism about the 
festiual neuer really leauing their minds. It mas also nice to see that a 
uery large part of the festiual prs mere punks, mith luckily just a fern 
glue-sniffing idiots among them. It mas also euident that the uast 
majority of the anarchist mouement in the UK is run by former or current 
anarcho punks. Sure. I sam thefirst middle-aged, suit-and-tie anarchists 
in my life, but the legacy of punk mas definitely strong. Homeuer. it mas 
a bit sad to see punks turn up at the nightly gigs but neuer set their feet 
into one of the meetings or morkshops during the day. 

PIGS: From the uery first days, the pigs mere uirtually not to be seen 
anymhere near any of the uenues where the festiual mas held. Hauingat 
first guessed that this mas part of an intentional strategy of "de- 
escalation". it later appeared to be a general disinterest in anarchists. 
[Shock! Horror!) Ulhile you mould usually expect them to stalk around 
by the truckloads anymhere those sinister, bomb-throwing anarchists 
meet (especially after the Criminal Justice Bill riots in the preuious 
weeks), the thought mas beginning to spamn in some of us that the cops 
seemingly like to think of (possibly just UK) anarchists as some sort of 
eccentric social club and the festiual about as threatening to society as 
the contention of arctic butterfly collectors mould be. This consider- 
ation actually insulted some of us mho mould haue liked to consider 
themselues at least a tiny bit of a threat. The cops mere also not to be 


seen at any of the larger demos, although there mere reportedly enough 
of them stationed intheback of the streets, just incase. Thefem pigs mho 
mere assigned to the demos tried to be as nice and respectful as possible, 
finding a fitting counterpart in the hordes of Fluffies running around, 
probably manting nothing more than tostick beautiful flomers onto those 
funny looking hats the cops mear. After all. me're all just one big happy 
family. Fuck that! 

After a fern days, it looked like the pigs mere taking a bit more 
interest in people connected in the festiual . It seemed that their strategy 
mas to harass small groups of people mho mould stumble across them in 
the later hours of the night, mostly in the squat) ing areas like Brixton and 
Hackney At least one person mas arrested and taken to the station, m ith 
some of his buddies supposedly starting a mini-riot in front of the cop 
shop toget him out. All ofthis is highly unconfirmed Ulhatistrueisthat 
one expressiue anti-authoritarian got arrested and charged (!) for 
laughing at a pig on the street! Illho mould haue knomn that that's an 
illegal act! There also seemed to be a lot of "quiet" deportation going 
domn mith a group of Israeli anarchists being deported straight from the 
airport because they had AIF literature mith them [didn't knom that mas 
illegal either) . There mas supposedly also a fern deportations as a result 
of the arrests at the CHD demo, one of the uictims being thrornn out 
because he mas carrying a pocket knife. Ouerall it's uery hard to get 
dependable reports on horn many people really did get deported and/or 
arrested. One rumor euen assumed that one of the persons arrested at the 
CHD demo died in police custody mith the cops responding mith a media 
black-out. Hobody really seems to knom rnhere the rumors end and facts 
start. Surprising for such a gathering, there mas next to no action using 
uiolence at all. except for a drunken punk mini-riot after a cromded Oi 
Poltoi/Citizen Fish gig rnhere some of the participants used the nearby 


construction site to litter the street mith uarious objects. Hauing gotten 
that done, they borded a bus and mere supposedly so loud that the bus 
driuer called the pigs mhich surrounded the bus and made eueryone get 
off and checkedtheir papers, euentually taking off mithout arrests. Being 
the nice people they are. they seemed to haue been responsible for 
canceling the bus seruice on this route for the next fern hours mhich 
meant that some folks had a uery. uery long rnalk home. 

FIHAl CONCLUSION: It's really hard to try to get around to a conclusion 
that most attendees mould agree mith. For example, onefriend had allot 
his belongings stolen from him rnhen he hitchhiked to London, so mould 
probably haue a much bleaker memory of the festiual . But I think it's fair 
to say that it mas definitely morth the trip, especially for those mho had 
neuer been to London before. The undisputable highpoint mas meeting 
tonsandtonsof peoplefrom allouerthemorld. establishing contactsand 
links that mill hopefully last for a long time to come It has to be admitted 
though that the stated intention of the festiual. to bring anarchist ideas 
into a large social forum and shorn the public that anarchists are out 
there, almost completely failed As far as I could tell, there mas next to 
no mentionat all of the gathering inmainstream pressed I doubt that the 
fern passers-by mho noticed some of the demos mere uery impressed. 
That, homeuer. should not distractfromthefactthatthefestiual seemed 
to haue been quite pd for the London anarchist scene, bringing in many 
people from many countries mho participated in actions, demos, etc. It 
mould be good if the rest of the country mould also take notice if a sim ilar 
euent is to be held in London anytime soon. 

It mas fun mhile it lasted!

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Earlier this year, we got a telephone call informing us that 
01 P0LL0I and BLOWN APART BASTARD were playing in Milwaukee 
a f °w days later. Being only a five hour drive from here, 
we decided to pack up the distro and get out of town for a 
couple of days. As more of an after thought, I decided to 
bring along my camera and tape recorder in case there was time 
for an interview. Being that BLOWNAPART BASTARDS have a whole 
slew of really good 7"s (including splits with ALL YOU CAN 
EAT, RESOL and 01 P0LL0I), and have a reputation for combining 
well thought-out lyrics to their powerful music, I decided 
to do an interview. Being done at the spur-of-the moment, 
I am disappointed with my own unpreparedness, yet the band 
was often vague at times and tended to steer clear from any 
kind of political disagreements. Despite my own dissatis- 
faction over how the interview turned out (and the fact that 
I was being mobbed by people wanting to buy records when I 
should have been taking photos), we are printing it here 
anyway, despite the lack of blood, carnage, chaos and 
destruction. . . 

Stevo-Guitar / Rick-sing / Cricket-bass / Matt-Drums / Brian- 
Guitar 

PE: What is the story behind doing this tour with 01 P0LL0I 
when it seems like you just finished touring the states 
yourself? 

€; Basically we’re being the tour guides for 01 P0LL01. 

B: Yeah, and they’re helping us because they’ve been around 
for so long and they are pretty well established. 

PE: I’m sure that makes it a lot easier to book shows... 

B: It makes it a lot easier to book shows and the shows are 
a lot larger. 

PE: Did you learn a lot on the first tour? 

R: Not to tour! (laughter) 

S: At least not go that far west. 

R: Yeah, there's no way we’re going to go out to California 
again. Past Minneapolis there a gap. 

M: There’s just a total void where you’re driving through 
mountains. 

PE: What has marked this tour as different from the last? 
M: There has been a lot more trouble with short-hair types. 
B: It is weird. We all thought that the problem with skinheads 
ceased over the past couple of years but it has been totally 
blatant at every show. Like totally screaming nazis sieg 
heiling-it’s just not something we’ve seen in a very long 
time. 

PE: What about the general audience? 

C: Everywhere we play there seems to be nazis and they always 
seem to leave sieg heiling. The audience always wants to get 
them out. 

B: Especially in Chicago. The audience was really 
aggressively shouting at them to leave. The owner stopped 
the show. 


S: Everybody just started screaming "get out! get out! " 

R: It's really bad when five skinheads show up at a show with 
150 people and it totally ruins the whole thing. 

B: It’s really weird for us because we grew quite young 
listening to this ridiculous mall punk music like DRI and 
going to big shows where these idiots would go. then you see 
some of these people there listening to the music you’re 
playing, these are some of those people who were beating you 
up in high school. 

S: It's like a total time warp seeing these people you know. 
B: But it’s nice to have the ability to say "get the fuck 
out of our show! " 

PE: You have a 7" called "Request! on ing Violence’Mtfiat is the 
idea behind the title? 

R: The song was written because as a band, although not 
necessarily as individuals, but as a band and including myself 
as an individual-I ’m totally a pacifist and I try to look for 
alternatives to using violence as far as changing the world. 
That is not to say we’re passive, but very pacifist. We’re 
very active but we’re not necessarily willing to shoot people 
to make change. 

M: It basically says we’re not willing to use violence to 
bring change down. 

R: In that song is says that basically the situation in the 
US hasn’t got to that point where it’s really necessary. Like 
if we were in a military dictatorship it would be different. 
C: It’s basically against the idea that we're going to go 
out and tear the system down: 

PE: Then in what way do you make the jump from propagandizing 
to affecting change? 

C: Civil Disobedience. 

R: We’re really involved with organizing protests~all kinds 
of actions. You know, something as small as letter -writing 
campaigns and petitions to things like protests and we support 
some covert actions. Basically we’re saying that there is 
such a thing as non-violent civil disobedience. 

PE: This is a message that you are strongly trying to get 
across. . . 

R: Yeah, I’ve grown up the last five or six years being into 
punk and being in the scene and all of the active, political 
bands seem to be about violent action, rioting and things like 
that. We’re pretty much against that in our situation. We’re 
more into non-violent action. 

PE: But you would say that tactics would change from situation 
to situation? 

S: In our situation it would be better to educate people that 
there are other alternatives that would do more good than just 
the destruction of property. 

B: I think a lot of this has to do with what part of the country 
we come from. Like in North Carolina we don’t have a history 
of blatant police brutality whereas in a lot of cities where 
people who try to hold a peaceful demonstration have to deal 
with getting beat up by the police or something. So that's 
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basically our white, rural North Carolina perspective. 
Perhaps if we were to hold the sort of demonstration we have 
in North Carolina and it were stopped violently then perhaps 
we would feel differently. 

PE: Your song on the ’’Unforeseen Disasters” compilation 
takes a very definite stance against pornography-how did you 
come to this position? 

R: That's something that I've been dealing with a lot 
in the past couple of years. When I was really 
young, like 7th grade or whatever, I first 
became aware or was exposed to sexuality 
through visions of pornography and it 
really distorted the way I looked at 
things. By 9th grade I was out of it 
but for those two years I was reading 
pornographic magazines and things 
and it really teaches a lack of 
respect for women. You read these 
things and you think that all women 
want to have oral sex all of the 
time and want to do everything to 
"service" you and it's really 
ridiculous. . 

M: It doesn't happen. I've been 
reading stuff like that for a long 
time and it really doesn't happen. 

R: It would be pointless to go into the 
whole objectification of women because 
everyone should be aware of that. 

PE: In Minneapolis you were heckled when you 
told the audience what the song was about-does 
that happen a lot? 

R: We get heckled pretty much for every song (laughter). 
PE: Does that come from being an overtly political band and 
people think you're telling them what to do? 

S: Yeah, people just want do dance. . . or as I was told in 
Minneapolis, "people just want to drink!" (laughter) 

R: We're kind of different from a lot bands. We're obviously 
not too concerned with fashion and we're taking a different 
slant at the political aspect of it. 

Sometimes people get thrown off because 
we don't come out with spiky hair or 
whatever. . . 

B: ..and just re-iterate the same 
thing. We get a lot of that "Shut up 
and play" sort of thing. 

R: At least once a night we get called 
hippies. 

PE: At least that fosters interac- 

tion. . . 

C: Definitely. It makes you feel, like 
you're something different and out of 
the ordinary. 

S: Yeah, it makes you feel that there ' s 
still room for growth and change. 

M: When people give you a hard time for 
saying something it goes to show that 
you're no just there preaching to the 
converted as usual. It shows that there 
are people there learning something or 
getting pissed off and maybe learn 
something from it. 

PE: Obviously because of the nature of music, shows are a 
form of entertainment, but can they really be a means to 
change? 

B: Yeah, we go to shows to have fun, dance goofy and stuff, 
but there is a serious part at the same time. 


PE: Have you had problems with people getting too out of hand 
with the dancing? 

R: Not on this tour because people seem to be saving their 
energy for 01 POLLOI. . . 

M: And then it does seem to get out of hand. 

B: The craziest thing that has happened so far is that in 
Arkansas the Klan showed up. 

PE: Really? 

B: We were playing to these people who were sieg 
heiling us while we were playing. 

C: People that were blatantly involved 

with the Klan were wearing baseball caps 
that had Klan crosses on them which is 
not something you normally come across 
at a show while you're up there 
playing in front of the audience. 
PE: How did you respond to playing 
in front of an audience like that? 
C: We like to antagonize them as 
much as possible. 

R: We make fun of them-like I was 
talking about how much I like to 
sodomize nazis and we think they're 
sensual lovers and stuff like that. 
M: They were really pissed! (laugh- 
ter) 

B: It was nice because there were few 
of them and so many nice people who were 
not going to put up with their shit. It 
also happened to be at a Judo space where the 
guy who ran it was kind of a brick wall of a guy. 
He just went up and said "leave." 

PE: So you were not intimidated by the experience? 

B: Not at all, but it does kind of anger you that there were 
people who are dancing to music that are into the Klan. To 
see people seig heiling you is pretty scary when you think 
there are people who actually have the mentality to do that 

courage" to do it... 

C: Yeah, especially in a show like 
that where there were so many people 
that were obviously against them. 

PE: That makes travel in a group a 
lot safer. . 

B: Even though we're a group of 

wimps! (laughter) 

R: The thing is that the band is 
pretty much pacif ist~we 're not ready 
to "kick ass" and they are. I don't 
know what would happen if they would 
have started something. 

C: We would react but we'd probably 
be beaten badly. 

S: Fortunately we usually have the 
masses on on our side. 

B: The whole thing is pretty 

offensive to me. I just £ot back from 
touring Europe with 01 POLLOI and we 
played in Poland. We went to 
Auschwitz and it was just a few weeks 
ago. To see that~a concentration 
camp; the real thing-and to come back here and see these people 
acting like its some sort of game. These people don't even 
know what it's all about and that's really fuckin' scary. . . . 
PE: So how did this whole thing with 01 POLLOI end up falling 
together? 

B: That's kind of a long story. I used to play for BLOWNAPART 
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BASTARDS but then I went over to Scotland and hooked up with 01 
P0LL0I and went touring with them. We toured through Europe for 
about four months. Then Rick arranged this tour here with 01 
POLLOI and BLOWNAPART BASTARDS. That's the short of how it came 
together . 

R: Yeah, Brian was the organizer of the punk rock exchange 

program. 

PE: What are some of the future plans for BLOWNAPART BASTARDS 
after this tour? 

R: It’s hard to say. . . we'd like to do some recording and put 
more records out. 

B: We have gotten a couple of offers from people that want to 
put out records and LP's and now all we have got to do is go home 
and write new material for them. 

M: It takes a lot of songs to fill up an LP. . . 

PE: What happened to putting out your own records? 

R: I do not want to do another record where we don't have any 
control. I think if we do another record with someone else we'll 
do it as a split label. 

PE: You seem to do a lot of split records... 

C: Yeah, we've done too many split releases! 

PE: How many? 

C: Three. They're good 

because you get two bands 
heard but they're not very 
long. 

B: It's pretty cool when Rick 
can put out a record by us on 
his own label because North 
Carolina doesn't have a mas- 
sive history of DIY stuff 
going on. It's good to have a 
label that supports itself. 

PE: Do you feel as if you are 
treading new ground in this 
way. 

M: For North Carolina it is. 

North Carolina is pretty be- 
hind. I mean there have been 
a lot of bands that have come 
from North Carolina but most 
of these bands went off and got 
big, like COC or whoever. I 
guess in the sense of a smaller 
punk band, we're the first 
from North Carolina that is 
putting out our own records 
and touring a whole lot. 

S: When I got into the punk 
scene there were only huge 
touring bands around like BLACK 
FLAG. . . 

PE: Bands that played huge 
clubs, like that? 

S: When we all got into punk rock that what it was like. Thinking 
back on it now, punk rock shows were like the biggest event with 
hundrds and hundreds of people. 

B: But then it's also cool to think about what we're a part of 
now compared to what it was like then. To know that like high 
school kids can come to our house and see a show instead of going 
to some big rock club. 

C: The way things are done now-the whole DIY house shows~are more 
intimate. You see people in basements that you've met all across 
the country (laughter). It’s a lot more family like. 

M: I personally enjoy playing more in close quarters than in a 
big club. 

R: It's more personal. 

C: You're totally on the same level as everyone else in the room. 
PE: So, for the record... why didn't you play in Minneapolis? 
R: I'll answer that one... 

PE: I mean you're so close! 


R: But so far away though! It would really take us eight hours 
to get there because we can't drive very fast with the trailer. 
If we stop it's a 30 minute stop. It takes a long time for nine 
people to take a shit and come back to the van. People were calling 
me from all over wanting us to play everywhere and it was really 
impossible because we only have three weeks to do the tour. 

S: It would be great to really have a couple of months to do 
everything everyone wanted and I think it would be totally 
successful but it's just a matter of time. 

R: Yeah, most of us are students and we have to budget our time 
according to breaks. 

M: And 01 POLLOI have their own stuff to do. . . 

R: Our show tomorrow is in Dayton so that would really be too 
far to go from Milwaukee to Minneapolis to Dayton. 

S: It's weird because people get really upset that we're not 
coming to their town. 

B: I've had calls at my house where people have called up and 
want to argue. . . 

PE: So how did you come up with the name? It gives off this image 
of being some big crusty band which is obviously not what you're 
about-do you ever feel that you get this connection? 

R: That was actually our intention in the beginning. We formed 

as a joke band and we were 
going to make a demo and send 
it to MRR and Profane Exist- 
ence and see what kind of 
review we got. Just a joke~ 
to poke fun at so-political 
bands who didn't put any kind 
of action behind their lyr- 
ics. You know, the same old 
lyrics and no action at all. 
One of our songs was called, 
"Neurosis Don't Know How to 
Thrash". . . . stupid crap like 
that. But then people took it 
seriously so we thought we 
would have to do something 
about it. So we thought of the 
most ridiculous name we could 
think of and BLOWNAPART BAS- 
TARDS stuck. 

PE: Yeah, I remember getting 
the demo and laughing hys- 
terically. . . 

S: The demo was called "Crust 
in the Wind" or something like 
that (laughter)! That was 
called boredom with a four- 
track and all being stuck in 
the same house together. 

B: It's a band that's gotten 
totally out of hand. The only 
reason that Rick was singing is because he came in and Steve-o 
and I were making a bunch of noise. We said, "scream on that song" 
and he went in the bathroom and screamed some shit about the cops. 
R: The first song we had was "Fuck Hygiene Standards." 

PE: So was it a real demo? 

B: We actually sold a few, like 30 or 40 of them. Mostly we just 
gave them away for review to see what would happen# 

M: They all got pretty good reviews too and even radio play. I've 
only been in the band about a year and I was doing a radio show 
at the college radio station. One of the old members called us 
up and said, "Play so BLOWNAPART BASTARDS, it's on the CART behind 
you." So I found it and played it and I thought it was awful! 
(laughter) But then I saw them play about a year later and I was 
totally blown away-it was crazy! 

PE: What did MRR say? 

R: Chris Dodge reviewed it so he gave us a good review. 

S: We would call people every day-Chris Dodge was one of thenr 
and say, "When are you going to put out our record? " and they would 
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be like "Uh. . . don't know. . . " We would just call and harass people 
every day. 

R: We called Allied a bunch of times. . . 

S: We would basically call up these people after sending this 
shitty tape and go,. "When are you gonna put out our fuckin record 
man? ! " 

PE: uh... 

R: So where are all of the questions you had? 

PE: ...uh... I don't really know what to say after that... 

(pause) 

R: So I noticed that you have a lot of "eco" themes? 
(laughter) 

R: Well, what made you ask? (laughter) The "Requestioning" 7" 
is mostly filled up with songs relating to the environment, the 
consumption of- meat and things like that. One of the main themes 
of this band is environmental issues. I work 30-50 hours a week 
on environmental organizing. Its something we're really active 
in and is very important to the band. 

PE: So this clicks very well with 01 POLLOI then... 

S: Yeah we have lyrics and stuff on a lot of the same topics. 
R: Yet at the same time we have a very different slant. We'll 
get up and say we're for peaceful, non-violent action and they 
say. . . 

S: "Bash the Fash" 

R: . . . to go beat up nazis. Two very different things, but we 
can definitely see the need for that action. 

C: Different means to a common end. 

R: Yeah, we support different action other than non-violent 
action, but we would not take part in it. We're for any sort of 
action as long as the results are positive. . . 

[The interview turned into a lengthy discussion on touring and 
tour stories at this point so we decided to skip it for lack of 
relevance 

P.E: Do you ever expect to make a living off 
the band? 

C: I think it would be very hard to support 
ourselves with the band. We're pretty much 
already going broke on tour. 

B: I hope we don't ever plan to support 

ourselves off of the band, but I hope it will 
be a long-lived project. 

S: We've all been for a long time and I don't 
think there's any sign of us not being 
friends. 

PE: What are your views on people making a 
"living" off of punk rock? 

R: How it comes about is important 
B: And what kind of a "living" you're making. 

I mean you could totally take advantage of 
the situation. There are a lot of people 
involved with punk that are totally exploit- 
ing it. 

R: Someone like Kent McClard sells maybe 20,000 records a month 
and he sells them cheaply and totally DIY. 

B: He started out really small and has access to a lot of "popular 
bands. " I guess if you can luck out and make a living off punk 
then I am all for it. But if it's just a money making scheme like 
"hey, if I can start a record label then I can make a lot of 
money..." then I guess that's not something I can support. 

R: Yeah, and I would have to say that if there is this thing that 
is consuming all of your time-like you're putting 10 hours a day 
into it-then you don;t have time for a regular job to survive. 
S: In the context of a band there is a lot of ways you can support 
yourself. Like you could go touring for six months but you living 
is simply sleeping on different floors and seeing the sights all 
day long. It's not the same as going on tour for a few months 
and then paying your rent for the rest of the year with the money 
you've made-that's kind of fucked up. Basically, you can make 
a legitimate living touring, but it's more of a travelling life- 
style, like what OI POLLOI has been doing for the last four months. 
That as a living is an excellent thing if you can do it. 

M: I would consider it making a living if you have enough money 


to get back home! 

S: Yeah, if you're living off punk rock money to get gas to go 
to the next town, then that's an excellent lifestyle. If you're 
paying a landlord with punk rock money then that's a different 
thing. . . . 

PE: Anything to add? 

R: We would like to encourage people to write us and to really 
get active. Punk rock is a fun thing and a lot of good people 
saying a lot of good things, but it can't stop there. You have 
to get out there into the "real world" and get active, get 
political. 

C: Wherever it is you are just contribute whatever it is you have 
to offer. 

S: There is a lot of stuff going on~a serious political movement 
in this country. Punk rock means a lot more than simply singing 
about stuff. 

R: It's not as if you have to go out and organize a protest- 
al though that would be f ine~but there are so many things you can 
do. It's like if you have an interest where you can apply 
yourself, do it instead of just sitting around watching TV. 
I mean you can hang out with your friends, make silk screens 
or a flyer or something. 

Mahogany is Murder! 

By: Rick Spencer (of Blownapart Bastards) 

The United States is the leading importer of mahogany from the Amazon 
rainforests. Mahogany is used for furniture, veneers, and coffins and 
is seen as a status symbol by the people who buy this precious wood. 
Unfortunately, these expensive desks and chairs never bear the 
bloodstains involved in their production, so consumers from the US, 
Europe, and Japan do not see that they are contributing to the murder 
of indigenous peoples. 

Because mahogany is becoming endangered, Brazilian logging 
companies like C&C and Perachi ravish areas of forest designated as 
indigenous reserves. In 1990, indigenous groups 
finally gained land rights in Brazil, however, 
the government turns a blind eye when corporate 
massacres occur. At least nine Brazilian 
indigenous groups, such as the Tikuna and 
Guapore' have suffered the massacre of their 
people at the hands of loggers. 

Dan K. Moore, Nordisk, and Interforest are 
among the largest importers from these killers 
and all happen to have home bases in North 
Carolina. From there, the raw timber goes to 
furniture and veneer manufacturers. Lane and 
Hickory Chair are known users of illegally logged 
tropical timber. Again, North Carolina is a huge 
furniture region. 

Twice every year, High Point, NC hosts a 
furniture market, which attracts an average of 
70,000 international buyers. On April 27, 1995, 
The Environmental Awareness Foundation (EAF) , 
based at UNC-Greensboro, organized a demonstration to call attention to 
the rainforest destruction and human rights violations caused by the 
mahogany industry. The event was held at the International Home 
Furnishings building and drew 25 protesters, and attracted 8 media 
sources. 

At 5: 00am that morning, EAF activists, Jack W. L. Thompson and Brian 
Tipa climbed the fourteen story building in preparation of dropping a 
20' x 30' banner which read, "Mahogany is Murder on Reforests and 
Indigenous Peoples. " When the other demonstrators arrived at the site, 
we were told the banner drop information had been leaked and that the 
police had officers on the roof. Jack & Brian were on the same roof with 
approximately 10 cops, but hid from them until 4:15 pm, as they went to 
drop the banner. They were spotted from several blocks away in the cite 
of a police sniper ' s rifle. The two EAF members were arrested on charges 
of fir st -degree trespassing. International Home Furnishings attempted 
pressing charges of third-degree burglary on them, but could not.

Regeneracion is a group of Punks with a sound that is raw, raspy, crushing, and 
extreme that rose at the end of 1991 in Mexico City, retaking the name of the 
newspaper that the brothers Flores Magon put out and what later was converted 
into the diamond and the cry of the Mexican Revolution of 1910. We looked 
for a name to do battle with for showing our anti-authoritan ideal through 
something that we like and identify with: The Punk movement and its bastard 
child, HardCore. 

In more than three years of struggle and resistance, we put out only one 
EP with four songs and it's out of print (and without a review in P.E.). 

We hope that Regeneracion is a real alternative for the other activities that, 
like individuals, we are involved in. The Guitarist started a fanzine called 
Brigada Subversiva. The Drummer has an independent record distro that is 
100% D.I.Y. called Crvptas . One of the vocalists organizes punk shows. The 
drummer and one of the vocalists make a zine also called Cryptas and both of 
the vocalists collaborate with Brigada Subversiva. 

Our lyrics are an answer of protest, where we spill our forms of thinking and 
we show the world, and we declare ourselves in favor of the struggle for animal 
liberation, self determination for all women, and autonomy for the anti- 
authoritarian society that we have called Anarchy. 

Definitely all that we five for is exhibited by our proposals through our 
lyrics. Our musical influences? Misery, Active Minds, Doom, E.N.T., 
Ripchord, Heresy, Nausea, Solucion Mortal, and Soziedad Alcoholika. 

The band threatens to continue playing even though we have little help and 
little infrastructure to do what we want to, that is, HC/Punk Extreme. About our 
sound, it is very brutal, so brutal that many punks cannot accept it because it

A note on some of the terms. The term "Neo-Liberal” in European and Latin American 
cultures means " liberal " not in our political sense, i.e. the opposite of " conservative ", but 
Liberal in the economic sense, non -interference in the free market, that is capitalism. Neo- 
Liberal would describe Mexico 's state that is not totally " liberal " because the government does 
follow some "socialist” tendencies, like government ownership of all the oil industries. *

PE: How are things going now in Mexico City? 
RE: In Mexico City, a place that we go slightly 
crazy living in, exists a great diversity among its 
inhabitants, its because of this that many diverse 
forms of life and struggles exist. Regeneracion is 
integrated inside of a movement or “scene” that also 
is diverse, however, what we actively pursue through 
our channels has great similarity in ideas and objec- 
tives with other people who you meet that are 
involved in what we have called the anarco/punk/ 
HC scene. 

This scene is heterogeneous and heterodox [al- 
ternative], it exists divided and united. The scene 
exists, in this way, inside of the innermost fortress 
of the country, united with division and sectarian- 
ism. We believe that we suffer the same problems 
in the punk/HC scene that, in whatever part of the 
world, most people are burdened with. We carry 
this burden of suffering in a positive and a negative 
manner. 

There exist many bands in this city inside the 
label “Punk/HC musical scene”. Many of these 
bands have existed for some years, however, the 
majority have existed with a very tenuous exist- 
ence. Mexico City is a city of more than 20 million 
inhabitants, because of which the scene of Mexico 
City is very large, with many people involved in 
bands, independent record distros, fanzines, etc. 
There exist many diverse shows, approximately 
four each weekend, where all the existing bands can 
play. Unfortunately not all the places where shows 
are held are non-profit. Only when the same people 
that are involved in the scene organize some show, 
can this be considered non-profit, and almost al- 
ways this results in a better show. 

Because of the magnitude of Mexico City, there 
exists boundaries marked off in “zones”. There is 
the “Norte” (north) zone, “La Su/’ (south), “Este” 
(east), and “Oeste” (west) and central zones. The 
people of each zone organize for themselves events 
of all types. In each one of these zones there are 
numerous punk bands. Of the bands that we can 
mention, these are the most honest and D.I.Y.:* 
DESOBEDIENCIA CIVIL, CAUSA JUSTA, 
SOCIEDAD ANONIMA, CONSTRUCTORES 
DEL ODIO, LUCHA AUTONOMA, 
COPROFILIA, REGENERACION, SOMOS 
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| LO QUE TU QUIER AS, etc. 

Now we will talk of the socio-political move- 
! ment. The members of the bands mentioned above 
I ire involved in what can be called a “Libertarian 
Movement”. They have anarchist tendencies and 
are anti -authoritarian. We participate much in the 
struggle to liberate ourselves in the form of move- 
ments against the government. We have contact, 
direct and indirect, with the social forces of the 
opposition. In this way we are in contact with the 
E.Z.L.N. “ Ejercito Zapatista Liberation National ” 
[ The Zapatista National Liberation Army] and 
some of us participate in the C.N.D. “ Convention 
National Democratica ” [National Democratic Con- 
vention] . Other people in the scene have travelled to 
the “conflict zone” and have had direct contact with 
the groups mentioned above. We have many collec- 
tives and we carry out diverse activities, like spread- 
ing propaganda and direct action (the last was an 
attack on a McDonalds which caused us a severe 
crack down of repression and an intense search for 
the participants by the police). 

So we can maintain this scene and our move- 
ment, we need the world to open their eyes to what 
is happening in Mexico and Latin America. We ask 
this because we need your solidarity 


| able to sustain ourselves. It is impossible to know 
I how difficult it is to be a punk (with an aware 
attitude) in this country. We need all the help that 
I you can send us (Info, material, money, help, letters, 
I etc.) Thanx 

PE: What future plans do you have for your 
band? 

RE: Our next project (about halfway through ’95) is 
going to be a split 1" with a band from Japan called 
C.F.D.L., afterwards, possibly we will make an- 
other split with Turmoil and make a pair of songs 
for a compilation LP with 10 other bands from 
Mexico. In April of ’95 we will play here with NSC 


J (National Security Council) of the U.S. and go on I 
a tour with them around the country and our city. 

PE: Why do you have lyrics in esperanto? Many 
believe that the esperanto movement has died or 
that it is a thing of the past. 

RE: Regeneracion writes and sings the lyrics of 
our songs in Spanish. We do this because Spanish 
is the language that we learned in our country as 
children. However, for more than a century, the idea 
for the esperanto movement has risen strongly. This 
movement continues to have plenty of determina- 
tion still. The history of esperanto is a history full of 
ups and downs: It is a history that is integrated into 
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Regeneration declares that we are anti- 
nationalist, and it is because of this that we are 
for the use of esperanto as an alternative lan- 
guage. It is because of this that we include 
translations of our lyrics in esperanto and in

the World Wars, the Socialist Revolutions [sic], 
the Nazis in Germany, Italian Fascism, the 
“internationalization” of the global economy, 
etc.. But, the history of esperanto is more than 
this. Esperanto was created in 1887 below the 
flag of internationalism. Esperanto has been 
one of the greatest expressions of human’s 
eagerness to unite together with all of humanity 
regardless of nationality. One can note that the 
world is very diverse culturally, however, capi- 
talism, and “neo-liberalism” have forced the 
“internationalization” of the world through the 
“free-market”. This gives an opportunity for 
esperanto to develop. However, the interna- 
tional linguistic panorama will maybe have 
little effect now. The ability of people to com- 
municate between various nations may soon 
become much greater. This may be due to 
advances in communication technology to help 
translate languages. (Truthfully, we do not 
believe that technology will be made to translate 
from Yid’sh to Otomi [ an indigenous Mexican 
native dialect] or from Quech ua to Mandarin. ! 
The global situation may be much more divided 
if we do not have an auxiliary language usable 
for all. 
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Spanish. In this way it is a state- 
ment that all the world can read our 
lyrics. Also, whoever can read 
Spanish can read it in Spanish, but 
esperanto can be for the whole 
world. A classic question is, when 
one talks of the use of a common 
language, why not use English? 
English is already spoken by a great 
amount of people in the world. 
This is persuasive but... What im- 
plications does this have? 

This would possibly strengthen 
still more the penetration and domi- 
nation of the U.S. and Great Britain 
over the third world. It could con- 
centrate still more the knowledge 
and culture and in this way expand 
these nations to the detriment and 
suffocation of all the other nations, 
and what next? What possibility 
would the Maya, Huicholes, the 
“Marcelleses” and other peoples 
have to spread their culture? It is 
for this irrefutable result that the 
question of the use of a language 
that does not have a nationality and 
that can be used by all in equality is 
necessary. It is necessary for a 
multicultural and multipolitical 


world, rich in diversity and ethnic groups, that 
can be united by a “a-national” language that 
permits communication between all peoples. 

Actually esperanto has not died. Maybe it 
has encountered a little dormancy in the Ameri 
can continent, and possibly this is the case 
because here in Latin America is is not very 
needed for us to use because almost all our 
peoples speak the same language. But in Asia 
and the Mid East its spreading is ample, there 
already exists a great net of esperanto groups 
and diverse publications. In this way, the rise of 
esperanto shows us promise. We will have the 
chance to learn the language while writing 
letters and learning the proposed language by 
the Dr. Zamenhof, spreading esperanto, form- 
ing forums, congresses, publications, in 
esperanto, and all that concerns this universal 
movement of fraternity and togetherness.

PE: What would you like to tell us about the 
Zapatistas in Chiapas? Please tell us your 
thoughts because here we only receive infor 
mation from the media and the “leftists”. 

RE: 500 years of exploitation, humiliation and 
destruction of the native peoples has occurred 
on this continent. It has not been sufficient to 
kill the Indian peoples of Mexico and the Ameri- 
can continent starvation and misery. The Na- 
tive people have not accepted humbly the gi- 
gantic historical burden of scorn and abandon- 
ment. The Native peoples have lifted arms 
when all the other roads were closed to them. 
The Native peoples have not attended to the 
penal code of Chiapas, the most absurd and 
repressive in memory. The Native peoples have 
demonstrated to the rest of the country and to 
the entire world that the human dignity lives on 
while one sees in the peoples of Chiapas more 
poverty. The Native peoples have prepared 
well and were conscious of the situation well 
before they initiated the uprising. They have 
raised guns in place of bows and arrows. They 
have learned to fight well before they made any 
move. The rebellion is mostly made up of 
Natives but they have called to all the people of 
Mexico to struggle in all forms possible for all 
that belongs to them; to struggle for liberty, 
democracy and justice. The Nat&e people will 
not be subdued. The government and the Mexi- 
can army want to destroy these “inferior Indi- 
ans” with all their omnipotent military power, 
until their total extinction. Meanwhile, the 
beneficiaries and politicians of so many years 
sit themselves at a table full of spoils and they 
take until they gorge themselves while our 
Native peoples and the Mexican people sit with 
Death daily, in a manner that is so our own that 
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to leave Death would cause us fear. This death 
is so very commonplace, so “natural” that it 
causes us embarrassment to know that our people 
die by sicknesses so “natural” and common, like 
Measles, “Dengue” (fever), Whooping Cough, 
Cholera, Typhoid, Mononucleosis, Tetnus, 
Pneumonia, Malaria, and other infections of the 
gastro-intestinal system and lungs. All these are 
curable! 

After years and years of living inside this 
“Perfect Dictatorship” which is the Mexican 
government, and through almost 6 years of the 
“NeoLiberalism” • of Salinas De Gortari, the 
rope holding this country together is fraying. 
The opinion in Mexico is that many people still 
don’t believe that the Native peoples are ca- 
pable of rebelling by themselves. Whoever is 
the behind-the-scenes leader of the Zapatista 
uprising, one must recognize the provocation 
that led to the awakening of awareness inside of 
the civil population. 

The armed uprising of the E.Z.L.N. [Zapatista 
Army of National Liberation] was only the 
violent response to the violence of the state. It 
was a violent awakening to the sweet dreams of 
the owners of the capital that created the 
“Salenista lie” that in the end Mexico would go 
through the great port by means of N.A.F.T. A. 
[North American Free Trade Agreement] to 
arrive in the First World. 


Acompaning this armed uprising of the 
E.Z.L.N. came the awakening of the greater 
part of civil society, the awakening of the Left- 
ists, the rebirth of the great mobilizations and 
spontaneous protests by the people. But, also 
came the fear of the greater part of the popula- 
tion of all this, fear provoked by the intense 
government campaign against the E.Z.L.N. and 
against the awakening of the people, leading 
them to believe that the destabilization of the 
country was caused by the Zapatistas and Left- 
ists. 

The results already are known by all, already 
this fear reflects upon itself in the past elections, 
with the “triumph” of Zedillo, who won through 
what we called “El voto del Miedo” (The vote 
Q.f Fear) and “ Electoral Fraude ”. 

Now the people care about the lies that were 
utilized by the government to induce a vote in 
favor of Zedillo and now the people know the 
real face of the “Dinosaurico” P.R.I. [Institu- 
tionalized Revolutionary Party] party. The 
party who provocated the collective paranoia 
of the people by repudiating the violence [prac- 
ticed by the E.Z.L.N.], the same violence that 
now they utilize to suffocate the popular pant- 
ing [?] that grew day and day united with the 
popular discontent, and before the intimidation 
that the army excercised on the E.Z.L.N. and 
the Indigenous populations, which even existed

I in Mexico City, but principally, in all the coun- 
I try. In responce there were great mobilizations 
land enoumous marches ( 100,000-200,000 
I people), and diverse acts of protest and popular 
I discontent, and all this to help the Indigenous 
[peoples and the E.Z.L.N.. 

Now, to finalize, we desire to say that from 
I the initiation of the conflict in the state of Chiapas, 
I we put forth our total support for the E.Z.L.N., 
I but mainly, always we have declared our total 
I support for all the Indigenous people of the 
I world and of Mexico, for their sake. We struggle 
I for the free self-determination of all these Indig- 
I enous communities and for the Liberty of self- 
I government and free and honest elections and 
I the freedom to excercise the customs of their 
I life. We fight against all the exploitation of our 
I Indigenous brothers and against the racism, the 
| xenophobia, etc. which they are subjected to. 

And now that the “Zedillista” government 
I has opted for force to suffocate the rebellion and 
they have used great harshness in their actions 
against the Indigenous population and against 
I the E.Z.L.N., we have opted to struggle on the 
I side of the Indigenous and popular causes, to 
I actively participate in the support of the dispos- 
I sessed, that like ourselves, live crushed in mis- 
I ery and abandonment, only knowing the com- 
| munities of the Indigenous alike in the jungle 
I and in the mountains and living in the piles and 
I heaps, homeless. In Mexico City, where we live, 
I we can comprehend all of the world that lives in 
I these inhuman conditions. It is the great lords of 
I capital (U.S.A.) that give us this situation of 
I oppression, only in this way can one understand 
I a little of the cause of the armed uprising. Be- 
I cause of the popular discontent, this system shall 
I fall and be raised by the discontent that is 
I growing among the population. *E.Z.L.N.* 
The situation has changed since the govem- 
Iment violence, (until it entered the situation, 
1 they [the government] just killed each other). 
I The myth of the “dissapointed generation” has 
I crumbled, now it is represented by our times. 

I This struggle, if we do not win.... we lose, there 
1 is no other way, but we cannot stay sitting on the 
I fence with arms crossed. Struggle until the final 
end!! 


PE: What events are going on in Mexico this 
spring and summer? 

RE: Upcoming in April we will tour various 
cities in Mexico with the band Natioflal Security 
Council , who originate in the U.S. and we will 
play with whoever we shall play with in each 
city. We start this tour on the 31 of March in 
Nogales, Sonora and we end the tour on the 30th 
of April in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon. (N.S.C. are 
I from Salt Lake City). 

In July of ’95 will start the 4th Journeys [paths] 
[ for a Alternative Culture , an event that has 
existed since 1988, beginning with the name 
| Regional Alternative Gathering. This event 
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For more details on these events, write us at the 
address at the end of this interview. 

Until now these are the events that we are 
certain about, well, it is all, but already there are 
plans for other things but until now they only are 
projects, without a secure date, and when they are 
more certain, we will communicate it to you. 


PE: What do you think of the Mexican punk 
scene and the punk scene of the U.S.? 

RE: In whatever part of the world, and no matter 
if very small or large that has a scene it rises like 
a bastion and is a source of support of the popular 
classes, it shall be always a good thing and 
welcome for us. Each scene and its following 
movement, shall be a source of happiness for us, 
This is because it is like the birth of anew member 
to this great family that is the global scene, 
without borders, nor racism. Now in respect to 
the U.S. and Mexico, we see some things differ- 
ently, some things are not comparable. There are 
a few differences because of our culture, our 
customs, our environment, forms of government, 
levels of socio-economic life, etc.. Some ex- 
amples; the power to aquire things is very differ- 
ent, what a person wants, with a minimum wage, 
one can aquire in the U.S.. You can aquire your 
desired things more easily than us. The minimum 
wage in Mexico is a big joke and it forces us to be 
able to only maintian the things that are neces 
sary, that is food. Meanwhile, you can aquire 
what you want like equipment to form a band, 
with relative ease. Here we have to pass much 
time working to get equipment. With respect to 
having a appearance different (punk) than the 
“normal” people, we believe that because of 
problems of social development, in the U.S., it is 
not a problem, however here in Mexico still it is 
taboo to look different. You can recieve welfare 
from the government, this is also very different, 
for us, if we do not work, we will die of hunger. 
Here in Mexico the stuff in the dumpsters is really 
trash, nothing is edible that we can take. It is more 
easy for a U.S. kid to leave the family home and 
have the liberty to live alone with your friends. 
Meanwhile we still live with our families and| 
those who desire to have independence, this re- 
sults in complications because of the costs that 
this implies. Although, this living with our fami- 
lies could be a good idea for a study, because it 
brings forth lots of interesting questions. 

In this way, we enumerate various examples. 
But, we consider something very important in the 
difference between the two countries. The punks 
of Mexico grow up and develop in a hostile 
environment, where the poverty and hunger are 
continual worries. In this way the popular 
struggles originates by these causes of misery, 
and the lack of real opportunities to live better. 
Before this and now we are always oppressed by 
regimes, almost dictatorships, and a marked dif- 
ference between those that have all the money 


and the dispossed that do not have anything. It is 

because of this that we feel a spirit of struggle to 
change this inequality, almost from when we are 
children. We see with unimaginable cruelty how 
our situation develops us inside a world where 
sharing almost does not exist. We see a world that 
teaches us, through diverse mediums, that is 
either domination or whatever act of emancipa- 
tion. We see the dehumanization that each day 
advances more until in converts us into a robot, 
retreating more each day from the human es- 
sence. We see one world that teaches us to 
believe and not to create. The repression that we 
are subjected to, we see in this form the medium 
that develops us and it is unstopable. 

The actual situation is all known in Mexico 
and many will be anguished, preoccupied, criti- 
cal, and it will be very difficult, its true. But, for 
us already we are very conditioned, the stupidity 
of the government is very normal for us, also the 
corruption at all levels and the bad management 
of the resources and riches in our land. 

But, lastly we want to tell you that also, Latin 
America is one of the last bastions in the entire 
world of the radical left, and perhaps Anarchism. 
From 1990 we have been informed that Capital- 
ism has won and that Socialism has been de- 
stroyed and that after so many years of the Cold 
War, the Radical Left is irrelevant and that the 
utopia has been disarmed. The end of Commu- 
nism we are sure about, however, justice, peace, 
and equality already have taken root in the world 
and they have increased, along with racism, 
xenophobia, and intolerencia. Now more than 
ever, we clamor that who more than the radical 
left and Anarchism take into account the social 
problems in Latin America and are the last bas- 
tion against the neo-colonial interests that persist 
in the U.S. and its following of satellite nations. 
Our sentiments of rebellion and inconformity 
have increased, to struggle against the Yankee 
imperialism, with the uprising of the E.Z.L.N., an 
authentic group of autonomous, armed 
Indegenous peoples that responded violently to 
the violence that they have undergone for more 
than 500 years. 

PE: What opinion do you have of the recent 
thinking that the anarchist movement in some 
parts of the world is totally in opposition to the 
punk movement? (People like “Amor y Rabia” 
(Love and Rage) and others that have criti- 
cized punk...) 

RE: The planet is going through one of its worst 
structural crisis. If in the older crisis of capital- 
ism, the main problems were exploitation, hun- 
ger, and unemployment, today we have added the 
question of the environment and new technology 
that have taken the alienation of men ane women 
to unsuspected levels. Neo-Liberalism does not 
alone disposess and degrade humans, but also it 
makes this natural, so much in this way that its 
eagerness to gain more travels at a galloping | 


rhythm of egoism and we have tried for more than 
100 years to stop this. 

In all of this global problem, it fits to add the 
fact of the force of fascist reaction, which is riding 
unbridled, seeking refuge in the excuse of the 
felled communist block (centralist monopoly of 
the state). The West has converted itself into a 
global kingdom, already it doesn’t fit to talk of its 
particularities. Today more than ever is the anti- 
utopian reality of total control. Enough with 
throwing a glance to the sky and thinking of how 
many spy satellites are watching you, today we 
live in the perfect prison. The Imprisoned Society. 

Before all this desolate panorama the rise of 
Anarchism came forth as an alternative for the 
construction of a society more just and free, 
already very different from communism of the 
state, Anarchism does not pretend to make obedi- 
ent machines out of humans, and a difference 
with capitalism. Anarchism does not look to 
make slaves of work and the era of the society of 
the consumer. Anarchism is different than the 
other forms of organization in society, in that it 
rejects so much of the culture of power, racism, 
and submission to the state, like exploitation, and 
alienation which we are forced to endure from the 
capitalist business owners. 

Re ge n e ration is a band of punks with an ideal 
that we identify as Anarchism . As Punks/Anar- 
chists all of us are dangerous because: 

We want: 

“a society from below made above”(?)/ a 
society of solidarity and mutual support, 
a society of equality and diversity/ a society 
without borders. 

We reject: 

the hiearchical society and exploitation/ the 
military and nuclear weapon society, 
the sexist, racist, and orthodox society. 

“The Free Man is a danger for whatever form of state.” 


PE Is there something that you would like to add? 

RE: Thanks to P.E. and to you Justin for permiting 
us to express our diverse opinions in your publi- 
cation, sorry for the extension of the responses 
but it is very important that the world knows what 
passes in this country and for your population, 
and always the exchange of ideas should be 
welcomed. People should turn their gaze more 
often toward this country and Latin America, for 
we also exist and have important things to say and 
important opinions. All the people that desire to 
write us, please do so with confidence. If you 
would like to exchange something, we are of the 
best disposition to do so.

Cbe art of making beer 
anb ciber at borne. 

Basically, beer is mabe up of four 
essential ingrebients; those of which are 
barley, water, hops anb yeast. €ach of 
these items plays an important role in the 
probuction of a goob alcoholic beverage. 
Sirst of all, barley is a grain similar to 
wheat. Barley, which is malteb, probuces 
sugars which are neebeb to ferment any 
beverage. Seconbly, hops are the fruit of 
a vine, similar maybe to grapes. Chey 
are abbeb to the beer to first balance out 
the sweet flavor with a bistinctive 
bitterness. Bops are also a goob natural 
preservative so your be will not spoil. 
Veast, which is a similar culture to breab 
yeast, activates fermentation by eating 
away the sugars, leaving alcohol as a by- 
probuct. 

Beer, bow its mabe anb 
wbat happens. 

Ho gain a goob unberstanbing of the 
art of homebrewing, it is goob to know 
what role each ingrebient takes in the 
process. With a clear unberstanbing of 
this, the rest will come easy. 

Ok, first of all we can talk about malt 
(A.ft.A. malteb barley). Where the hell 
boes this exactly come from anb why bo 
we use it? 

Che barley we use as homebrewers is 
“malteb” before we actually get our hanbs 
on it, making it bifferent than the barley 
we woulb buy for cooking with, anb 
therefore giving it the name malteb barley. 
Che process of malting barley is simple 
in theory, however not so easy in practice. 
Che barley itself is placeb in a malting 
house in which it is treateb unber specific 
conbitions, inclubing humibity, for bays. 
Chis process probuces the en 3 ymes that 
are capable of changing starches to 
sugars. Che barley we buy is pre -malteb, 
anb reaby for the one -step process we 
neeb it for, which is for the probuction of 
fermentable sugars. 

Che “cooking” of the barley at specific 
temperatures will essentially convert the 
existing starches in the barley to sugars. 
Scientists anb homebrew enthusuests 
have experimenteb with besireb temps anb 
times for this process over the last couple 
thousanb years, making it as easy as 


reabing a book for us to learn what kinb 
of characteristics time anb temp will have 
on our beer. 

I'm sure, as a beginner you will wonber 
how anb where your malt extract kits have 
come from. The companies take unhoppeb 
beer anb behybrate it into a syrup. Also 
they can buy large amounts of barley malt, 
which is useb in cooking breabs commer- 
cially, anb package these with a few extra 
ingrebients or hops anb sell that as their 
probuct. 

When brewing all -grain extracts, you 
will have to become familiar with the 
varieb malteb barleys we use. Some of 
the varities are: 2 or 6 row malteb barley, 
crystal malt, bextrine or cara-pils malt, 
black patent, chocolate malt, anb a few 
other specialty malts. Che most common 
malts, which we use as the base of our 
beers, are 2 anb 6 row, crystal anb wheat 
malt. Specialty malts like bextrine anb 
chocolate are useb in very small amounts 
to aib the flavor, which many times will 
turn a goob beer great. 

ops 

Bops are a bubbeo plant which grows 
on grapelike vines. In the Uniteb States 
you may come across hop fielbs in 
northern California, Oregon anb 
Washington, where there are a 
lot grown. Chese little flowers 
have been useb in beer for many, 
many years anb are an essential 
in beer making tobay. Chere are 
two reasons we use hops in our 
beer. Che first is the obvious 
one, which is flavor anb/or 
aroma. If you have ever brank 
hops in a tea form, you have 
noticeb the bitterness of this 
flower. Che bitter flavor abbs an 
interesting taste in unison with 
the sweet taste of the malt. 

Che heavy usage of hops 
befinately aibe in the preserva- 
tion of your beer. (Dost Curo- 
pean beers have a bistinctly heavier hop 
flavor than their Dorth American counter- 
parts. Chis is in part bue to the brewing 
methobs of our Cuopean forefathers who 
neebeb beer to be preserveb for long 
boating trips. Vou might sometimes finb 
yourself holbing on to some homebrews 
for a long periob of time also. 

So, we know about what hops bo, but 


when it comes time to buy your hops, you 
will see there are many varities. When 
examining your recipes, you will have 
bifferent types of hops for bifferent beers. 
Cacb hop is rateb in B.B.ll.'s (homebrew 
bitterness units). B.B.U.'s just tell you 
what the amount of bitterness the 
particular hops have. In some time you 
will become familiar with the hops to use 
use in each beer. 

Veast has always been a little 
confusing for me because there is a lot of 
science to unberstanb. Che simple theory 
is that your yeast eats the sugars in your 
beer, anb leaves three by-probucts. One 
is just a harmless gas, which is why we 
neeb an air valve on our fermentation 
units. Che seconb is a thick peanut butter 
like slubge which sits at the bottom of your 
fermenting bucket. I'm not quite sure what 
creates this sebiment, but it is known to 
have some nutritional value anb some 
homebrewers actually eat or cook with 
this. Che thirb by -probuct, anb the most 
important, is alcohol. Che combination of 
yeast anb (fermantable) sugar is alcohol. 


5 gallon cooking pot: useb for the 
boiling of your brew. 

A nice wooben spoon: for stirring your 
beer 

5 or 6 gallon bucket (plastic): Where 
your brew ferments 

Bottle capper anb a supply of caps. 

6 to 8 feet clear siphon tubing(3/8 in. 
biameter): this works nice for bottling 
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and transfereing alcohol. 

1 fermentation loch: Cets air out w/o 
letting bacteria reach beer. 

1 robber stopper for air loch. 

(J~ r«cowivn«v»bcb. U vu* *KCC«MAr^) 

1 brewing or canby thermometerC must 
reach boiling temp.) 

1 hydrometer: measures density of 
brew (which can determine alcohol content 
by measuring amount of fermentable 
sugars in the beer.) 

1 bottle washer: saves tons of time for 
bottling. 


Chere is more than one metbob to 
brewing. Che easiest of these methods 
consists of brewing a pre- readied "hit", 
these hits come in cans usually weighing 
about 3.3 pounds. \ou can buy these hits 
hopped or unhopped. If your wanting your 
first batch to be an easy abventure, go for 
the pre "hopped hit. It will come with 
instructions on mahing your first batch of 
brew. Its basically adding your hit to 
boiling water , ad b some corn sugar for 
added alcohol content, then filling your 
fermentation buchet to 5 galllons and 
adding your yeastCnever add yeast if 
water is above 80 begrees). 

When you buy your hit, the contents 
come in syrup form; basically malt extract 
boileb bown to a syrup - lihe consistancy. 
Some hits come pre-boppeb, which mahes 
everything easy as mahing hool-aib. 
When brewing hits, you are instructeb to 
abb about 2 pounbs of corn sugar, which 
of course abbs to your alcohol content as 
corn sugar is a fermentable sugar. 
Another option is abbing bry malt extract, 
which comes in powbereb form, insteab of 
corn sugar. 


As stateb before, you can buy hits 
unboppeb anb abb your own hops. Cbis 
leaves with a little more control over the 
outcome of your brew. Von can buy hops 
in pellets, fresh, or in oil form. Che most 
commonly useb forms are fresh anb pellet 
form. Cither way, you can abb your hops 
birectly into the beer anb let boil for about 
45 minutes. Che length of time you boil 
your hops affects the taste you will get 
from them. One thing I bo is abb 1 1/2 
ounces of hops to boil 45 min., anb then 
turn off the heat anb abb theother 1/2 
ounce anb let sit for 15 min. If you are 
using fresh hops, you must strain off the 
beer while putting it into your fermentation 
buchet. 

After you are bone 
brewing you beer, you 
shoulb have about 2 "3 
gallons left. V°u can 
abb colb water to the 
brew to 5 gallons. Von 
cannot abb yeast until it 
is below 80 begrees, or 
the temp will hill the 
yeast. After the yeast is 
in, put your lib on anb 
put the airloch on (mah- 
ing sure the water is in). 
Che beer will start to 
bubble which is a goob 
sign that fermentation 
has begun. It usually 
tahes about 6 -9 bays for 
the fermentation to com- 
plete. 

Of course then, we come to the bottling 
stage. I usually steril^e about 54 twelve 
ounce bottles. Cacb 5 gallon batch usually 
probuces 2 cases anb few more bottles. 
Chere will be an off-white sebiment at the 
bottom of the buchet, which is the by- 
probuct left when the yeast anb sugars 
probuce alcohol. Von must transfer the 
beer into another buchet, 
leaving behinb the sebiment. 

Vou can use your siphon 
hose to bo this. Chen comes 
time to abb your priming 
sugar. 13y abbing 3/4 cup 
of corn sugar to the beer you 
abb more fermentable sugar 
to the beer. By bottling 
this, the leftover yeast will 
ferment the suger. Che gas 
let off by this will leave a 
natural form of carbonation 
in your beer. 

So put your siphon tube 
in the beer anb such. Che 
beer will flow into the 
bottles. Pinch the tube 


when the bottle fills anb go on to the next 
one. Chen get out your trusty capper anb 
cap them anb let them sit for 2 weehs to 
a month. Chen brinh up! 

Wbat Ninb of beers are tbere? 

Dow that you have a vague ibea of what 
to bo, maybe we shoulb looh at what hinb 
of beers we can mahe. 13y befinition, there 
are 2 variations of beer, lagers anb ales. 
(Dost of american beer are lagers; lihe 
Bubweiser, Olb (Dilwauhee, anb other 
corporate wanna -be piss. Chere are 
many styles of beers to choose from. 
When buying a hit beer, you will notice 
the bifferent styles anb wonber. 

Che styles of beers that you can mahe 
range from a pale light lager to a thich 
malty Guiness style stout. Other beers 
indube pilsners, boch, weisse anb wei 3 en 
(wheat beers), bitter, anb the many styles 
of ales. A goob introbuction to brewing 
these types of beer is just trying each hit, 
or going to the liqour store anb trying 
expensive imports in various styles, 
anyway, experience is the best way for 
you to become familiar with your own 
favorite beers. 

It is possible to obtain everything you 
neeb to brew from a local homebrew 
supplier. In (Dinneapolis we have three 
or four, but I'll only mention one. Bis 
store is locateb at 119 £. Cahe St. anb bis 
number is 612-827-7775. Chis is the only 
store in the mib-city, anb is by far the 
coolest to beal with. Be has everything 
that you woulb neeb to get starteb. I'm 
pretty sure that he has starter hits, which 
indube the first batch of beer, for about 
$50.00. 

Abvanceb brewing 

Bere are some more abvanceb metbobs 
of brewing which give the brewer more say 
in the actual probuct, anb more freeborn 





in choosing ingredients. 

5o after you brew your first batch or 
two, you will most likely be wondering 
how to make better brew. Chere are a 
few things you can bo to upgrade the 
quality of your beer. Vou might notice the 
lack of full body flavor with your brew. Of 
course 98% of the homebrew you drink will 
put Black Cabel to shame, but you might 
note some room for improvement. 

After getting a little expierence, I said 
fuck the corn sugar. When using corn 
sugar, you ad.b alcohol content, nothing 
else, not to mention a distinct cider -like 
off flavor. CDalt is where the body of the 
beer is formed. So, I started to add more 
malt and no sugar. Vou can buy bags of 
dry malt at brew stores. I think you can 
get three different 
malts. Another op- 
tion is adding an 
extra kit to your 
batch. Uless you 
really like the flavor 
of hops, I'd suggest 
getting an unhopped 
kit. I've made batches 
that had the equiva- 
lent of five kits. 

Chat’s a good way 
to jack up the alco- 
hol content. 

Vou might no- 
tice, as I certainly 
did, that buying an- 
other kit for one 
batch of beer gets to 
be a little expensive. 

Another alternative 
to that is extracting 
malt from the actual 
raw barley. Chis 
process is described 
in most books as 
partial or small-scale 
mashing. Che pro- 
cess consists of 
extracting malt from the crushed barley 
(which is already malted) by treating it in 
temperature controlled water. When 
extracting, the temp activates different 
en 3 ymes in order to break down soluble 
starches and proteins, which produces the 
much needed fermentable sugars. When 
doing your starch conversion, you must 
make sure you never exceed a temp of 168 
degrees. 

Chere should be a variety of grains 
available at your local brew supplier. 
Chere will be different variations, all of 
which are labeled by the color, or darkess. 
Che different grains are pale 2 -row, 6- 
row, crystal, dextrine, chocolate, black 


patent and roasted barley. Cach of these 
are used for different reasons, depending 
on the kind of beer you are making. If 
you are making a stout kit, you might 
want to add 3 pounds of 6 -row malted 
barley and maybe a 1/2 pound of black 
patent malt. Oblivously, the black patent 
malt is pretty dark. Che 6 -row is your 
basic Ale malt, which is an amber color. 

So, when it comes time to actually 
doing this, you’re going to need to have 
a thermometer, and some sort of fine 
strainer. I took a five gallon bucket and 
drilled hundreds of 1/16 inch holes in the 
bottom, which makes a kick ass industrial 
si 3 e strainer. With another five gallon 
bucket you can drill a 5/16 hole in the side 
of it, which a 3/8 inch siphon tube will 
fit into. Put the 
strainer bucket on 
top of the other one 
and you've got a 
nice straining sys- 
tem for your grains. 

While purchas- 
ing the grains, you 
can crush the malt 
in a grinder at the 
store (most likely 
anyway). So what 
you do is add 1-1.3 
liters of water per 
pound of grain. Vou 
will want to heat 
the water to about 
130-140 degrees, 
then add the crushed 
malt to it. Chen let 
the heat rise to 
about 155 degrees. 
Che target temps 
for this process is 
about 145- 160. If 
the temp goes above 
168, it will start to 
kill the en 3 ymes 
before they can be converted into sugars. 
Che effects of time and different tempera- 
tures will become more aparent for you 
as you advance. 

Che way that I do the starch conversion 
process is by heating my grains up to 
about 153 degrees, and then put them into 
a picnic cooler to maintain the heat. I have 
found that 1 1/2 to 2 hours is plenty of 
time to let your grain sit to convert. It 
is a good idea to let your thermometer sit 
in the cooler for a 1/2 hour so you can 
check it to make sure that your target 
temp is being achieved. If for some reason 
it isn't hot enough, you can boil up a 
gallon or so of water and add it to 


increase the temp. 

Che only other alternate I have thought 
of for doing a small-scale mash if you 
don't have a picnic cooler is by letting your 
grain sit in the cooking pot with a lid on 
it. Wrapping a blanket or a big towel 
around should help keep it within 5-8 
degrees of the temp that you need. 

After the conversion is done, you must 
strain away the beer from the grain. 
Chats where your strainer bucket comes 
in handy. When you strain the grains you 
are not going to get all of the excess off, 
so you are going to want to pour a gallon 
of hot water (ideally 168*) over the stuff 
in the strainer. Vou will then rinse off 
the rest of the valuable sugars. Chen you 
put your pot of brew on the stove and heat 
to boil. Chis is where you add your kit, 
and continue to brew the regular way you 
would do a kit. 

While looking through recipes, you 
notice all kinds of different things you can 
add to your beer, experimentation is one 
of the funnest things about brewing, at 
least when it comes out good. 

After doing a few small-scale mashes, 
you might find yourself ready to brew a 
full mash or all grain beer. Chis method 
is most complex, but the cheapest, plus 
it gives you 100% control over all 
ingredients. Chis is the way I brew and 
I find it to be very satisfying. 

When you decide to do this, you are 
going to need a few more things in the 
equipment department. Vou are going to 
need to get yourself a 8 gallon cooking pot 
to boil down your beer. It'll take you about 

5- 6 hours to brew a batch of beer, which 
is long compared to what you’re used to. 
Also everything is "manufactured" by you, 
leaving more room for error. Che clean 
up is also greater, but the beer is much 
better. 

Vou will see that most recipes call for 

6- 10 pounds of grain for each batch of 
brew. Chat means 8-13 liters of water 
just for the starch conversion. Vou will 
have to have a picnic cooler for doing this 
large of a volume. When conversion is 
done, you will want to sparge your beer 
with about 5 gallons of water, preferably 
at 168 degrees, so you will hjpve to have 
a 5- gallon strainer for this also. Che 
volume of your beer after straining will be 
about 6-8 gallons. Of course that is why 
you will need a 8 gallon pot to boil this 
in. Chen you boil it down to 5 gallons, 
and add your hops when you feel it will 
be necessary. 

With 5 gallons of boiling beer, you are 
going to want it cooled down to 75 
degrees as quick as possible to lower the 





risb of infection. Tb at is when you get 
out tbe borne -mabe cooling system that 
you have built. CDine is mabe of about 
15 feet of coileb copper tubing. I bave 5 
feet of sipbon tubing conecteb to eacb enb 
of tbe tubing. Witb tbe copper submergeb 
in tbe beer, you can run colb water into 
tbe copper through tbe beer. Zbe colb 
water running through cools tbe beer 
because copper is a very temperature 
reactive metal. It tabes 15-20 minutes for 
mine to cool from 212-75 begrees. then 
you can clean up while tbe beer cools, anb 
abb tbe yeast. 

After brewing all grain beers for a 
while, you will notice a great bifference 
in tbe taste compareb to bit beers. I feel 
I can tell tbe bifference just by tasting a 
beer. Vou must also remember not to get 
biscourageb if your not fully satisfieb. 
Just beep at it. 

Another setbacb is that you are going 
to bave 6 or 7 pounbs of leftover barley. 
It is goob to abb to your compost at borne 
if you bave one. If not, I imagine it woulb 
a pain in tbe ass to throw in your garbage 
eacb time you brew. 

Some people libe to coob witb tbe 
excess grains, but I finb that somewhat 
befeating since mabing tbe beer strips tbe 
barley of all its nutrients. 

Wby Brew? 

At least 95% of commercial beer sucbs. 
There are always tbe expensive micro- 
breweb 6-pacbs, but who can afforb that 
every night? There are also a lot of other 
factors involveb when biscussing tbe 
politics of brewing. 

Tbe process which breweries use to 
clear away tbe doubiness. A substance 
they call finings is abbeb to tbe beer to 
aib in tbe clearing. A lot of times gelatin 
is useb to bo this. When large breweries 
(.libe Anbieser Busb, ODiller, etc.) brew 
tbeir beer, they abb unbnown chemicals to 
aib tbe beab of tbe beer. This will leave 
tbe beer douby, so of course more 
unbnown chemicals must be abbeb to mabe 
tbe brew loob goob for tbe T.V. commer- 
cials. I figure any beer that has to use 
as many tactics as Bubweiser uses to sell 
tbeir probuct must sucb sbit. 

As you all bave reab in p.€. over tbe 
years, we all urge people to strive to 
better your lives by supporting tbe D.I.V* 
punb scene, anb more importantly imple- 
menting this into your own lives, knowing 
bow many of us love to brinb, bomebrewing 
is one of tbe best things we can for 
ourselves to increase our bnowlebge anb 
help tbe process of breabing tbe chains 
in our lives.

Brewing ciber. 

Brewing yourself some barb ciber is 
the easiest form of brewing. Zhe way anb 
reason I brew ciber is because of the 
simplicity involveb. It's as easy as going 
to your local grocery store anb buying a 
few gallons of apple ciber (juice). Since 
the juice bas fermantable sugars in it, all 
you neeb to bo is abb some champagne 
yeast to it for a goob 5 - 8 % alcohol which 
only tabes two weeks to make. 

If your into the high alcohol percent- 
age, you can abb corn sugar to the ciber 
to up the alcohol. I personally bon't really 
like the taste of ciber at higher alcohol 
levels. 

Vou can make really kick -ass ciber by 
making mixtures like 3 gallons apple ciber 
anb 2 gallons of cherry ciber. Or abbing 
a little cinnamin or some cloves, or 
anything else you might think up makes 
for an interesting brink. Just remember 
to buy champagne yeast anb not regular 
beer yeast. 

Sample Recipes for 

all -grain brewing. 

Wheat Beer 
Ingrebients: 

4 Cbs. 2 row ODalteb Barley 
3.5 Cbs. Wheat (Balt 
1 Cb. Dextrine (Balt 
1 O 3 . (Bt. Boob hops (boil 35 min.) 

1 O 3 . Cascabe hops (15 min. sparge) 


In the recipe I noteb two hop abbitions. 
(Bost brewers abb a large portions of 
their hops buring the boil of their beer, 
anb then abb the small remaining amount 
after the stove is turneb off anb let them 
sparge for a 10-15 minutes. I usually let 
my hops boil for 30-45 minutes. Cbese 
two metbobs will bring out bifferent 
characteristics, as you woulb have guesseb. 

I also highly recommenb getting 
yourself a goob book or two to reab about 
every angle of brewing. Cbere is a lot 
of goob information I left out this piece. 

Chis article is somewhat brief in some 
areap anb I bon't expect anyone to become 
an overnight brewmaster or learn every- 
thing there is to know about brewing. 

Recomended literature: Cbese publica- 
tions are the best I've reab on the subject 
anb I finb them to be excellent sources of 
information. Vou sboulb be able to finb 
these publications, anb a few others at 
your local homebrew supply store.

When going through these recipes, you 
can subsitute the barley with brieb malt 
if you've never trieb all grain brewing yet. 
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Hello, well seeing that we have a lack of columns 
m this issue I will try to write one in the limited time 
that I have. I think for this column I will write about 
punk...fancy that. Well, for the past few months 
I’ve been thinking about the punk scene and what I 
like about it, on a larger and more global level. When 
I look at the punk scene in this wag I can’t but help 
thinking about it culturally. Punk is very interesting 
m that it is a global movement in a way that few 
other “subcultural” movements or in fact, any type 
of movements are on a global level. I feel this is the 
most profound strength of the punk movement. 
Many feel that punk goes part and parcel with 
anarchist politics, and again there are many differ- 
ent groups who feel that this is not true . But, I have 
been looking at punk in a way that made me think 
about the ideas intrinsic in anarchism without these 
ideas being overtly expressed. The mam fundamen- 
tal idea m anarchism is a belief that the nation state 
is inherently fucked. Anarchism sees the world 
divided into nation states os a structure that breeds 
and crates needless violence, warfare and infringe- 
ments on our basic rights. 

Well, in many ways punk assails this system in 
a manner that is probably more effective than all the 
“direct action” and political soap box preach mg 
about anarchist politics that most punks who call 
themselves anarchists engage m. Punk assails the 
“ structure” of nation states very effectively on a 
cultural level. To discuss this I would like to make 
clear one distinction that I feel exists m different 
types of political octivism. This distinction I also 
feel is one of the reasons that so much animosity 
and misunderstanding exists between what I would 
call the “ orthodox anarchist political movements” 
like “Love and Page” and locally, “The Blast” and 
punk political ideas. Punk I feel, is a culture , m that 
most of its ideas are transferred not through 
political indoctrination like the above groups, but 
through face to face interactions where ideas are 
not clearly stated but are learned m a way similar to 
the manner that we are all socialized culturally. 
There is a difference between learned behavior and 
political mdoctr motion. Learned behavior, or cul- 
ture, does not exist m writing, there are no set 
standards on the surface level but they exist at the 


deeper level m the kind of cultural norms that govern 
our behavior 

In this way one of the great differences between 
the “political” and “cultural” alternative realities is 
that the political ones have set guidelines (like 
communism) where deviation is clearly noticed and 
sanctioned. Whereas cultural groups reinterpret all 
cultural norms constantly and they differ for each 
individual, but the basic norms still remain with much 
diversity. This makes cultural groups like punk 
constantly m flux, changing as it is reinterpreted. 
This in fact can be seen as a form of adaptation to 
a rapidly changing world. I see in this analysis a 
rigidity m the groups with stated political structures 
and a flexibility m the cultural groups like punk. 
Since punk is a type of learned behavior there is 
much strength in this; punk would be very hard to 
kill for punk has no vanguard, no ideologues, and 
no group that sets or has undue influence over its 
existence. Whereas political groups can be easily 
killed by destroying its centers of organization. 

Getting back to how punk is such a major 
threat to nation states on a non-political level; 1 
would like to state how learned behavior on a 
cultural level leads most importantly to shared 
values. These shared values are what is possibly 
a major threat to the culture of nation states. P or 
one of the great strengths of punk is its global 
system of sharing values that crosses all bound- 
aries better and more effectively than any politi- 
cal group. Punks in the O.S., Holland, Germany, 
Argentina, Turkey, The Philippines, Japan, 
Mexico, Panama, Venezuela, etc. etc. all share 
the same values of punk regardless of what class, 
race, or national background they have. They have 
no “nationality”, no allegiance to the nation 
state, and at the same time that they live in their 
own culture they retain this culture but add to this 
the culture of punk. Punk can infiltrate all the 
slums of the world because of the way its culture 
is transferred. It is not organized at all like many 
other political “non-punk” anarchist groups, it 
functions of its own accord like any culture. Oven 
language is not necessary to share. I have been 
in may situations where, say when I was in Mexico 
or Germany, where one punk did not at all speak 
english but we had so much in common that it was 
not that important. We knew automatically that 
we shared many cultural values and thus saw each 
other as belonging to something in common. 
Gven our clothes were more or less the same, and 
I do feel that the dress of punk or the “style” 
provides a very important symbolic ftnedium for 
the cultural elements of punk and the realization 
of culturally shared values. When these values 
cross all the boundaries that are fundamental to 
the world view of living in a world of nation states, 
a great cultural change is occurring in the world 
where new possibilities arise. These new possibili- 
ties give us many new opportunities to spreod a 
different kind of “cultural revolution” that funda- 
mentally undermines the structure of nation 
states. 










Almost five months have passed since the 
previous issue of PE Magazine and we are already 
hearing the predicatbfe rumors about PE calling it 
quits ... DON'T YOU PEOPLE HAVE ANYTHING BETTER 
TO DO? Yes, we re late with this issue and there are 
numerous reasons for this— too many for details here. 
In any case, the late publishing of PE# 25 means we re 
practically jamming two issue's worth of material into 
a single issue at the regular price. While we're a 
massive 80 pages for this issue (the biggest issue since 
the 19/20 double issue), we hope to resume our 
regular schedule and down-size back to a comfort- 
able 50-60 pages. 

One of the most ob- 
vious characteristics of this issue 
is the incredible quantity of ads. 

This is good when it comes to 
paying our printing bill, but it 
adds a lot to the weight of each 
copy, which also means more 
money to pay for postage. In 
order to keep the cover price at 
$1 and to keep our size to a 
reasonable level ( and keep our 
overseas distributors from rebel- 
ling), we are considering chang- 
ing our advertisement policy to 
help scale back the size of PE. 

(The other alternative is to raise 
the cover price, after consider- 
ation this idea was dropped] 

While there has been a boom in 
punk "business" following the 
M-TV-ization of certain elements 
of the scene, we don't feel this 
has any direct relation in our efforts to provide a 
resource for the anarcho-punk scene. In the 
magazine world, ad money talks and it's hard to turn 
any potential advertisers away. However, we feel it 
would be in our best interests to narrow the scope 
of the ads we accept to fit more closely to our 
definition of D.I.Y. and political punk. This will 
probably make some of our advertisers unhappy, but 
they seem to have lots of money to throw around so 
consider this a contribution to spreading the wealth 
around the scene! 

This leads into the real story I have to tell 
here. It all started some time last year when we got 
a telephone call from Epitaph Records. Apparently 
they were just "banned" from MRR (like that's a 
significant event these days...] and were calling to see 
if we would accept Epitaph ads in PE. Seeing as they 
fit into our policy ( no ads from labels/organizations 
with corporate ties or that promote racism sexism, 
homophobia, etc), we pretty much had to accept any 
ads they wanted to do. Technically speaking. Epitaph 
is not a major label since they were not owned or 
had any "deals" with major labels (at the time that is). 
Also. Epitaph was just about to release the second 


album from TOTAL CHAOS and were looking for a 
credible source to hype their new "product." Out of 
the blue they also agreed to let Profane Existence 
have a credit line for our distribution! 

Of course we took advantage of this 
situation. We agreed to print Epitaph ads and we got 
some TOTAL CHAOS LP's for our mailorder and 
ordered a little of everything for Extreme Noise. This 
happily informal relationship lasted for several months 
and spanned a couple of issues of PE. We occasionally 
got the odd letter criticizing us for running Epitaph 
ads because they sold out the punk scene, all of their 
bands were on MTV and all that. While these letters 
provided a little debate around PE Headq uaters, we 
continued our relationship with Epitaph anyway. 
Mainly, the general feeling was that since they weren't 
really the evil mega -corporate machine people 
claimed them to be, we would quietly continue to 
work with them. My own oblivion to the whole 
situation was reinforced by the Epitaph's public 
relations triumph; the candy-coated Brett Guerw itz 
(Epitaph's owner) interview in Punk Planet #4 as well 
as the heaps of praise piled onto Epitaph in our own 
TOTAL CHAOS interview. 

In January the illu- 
sion of Epitaph came 
shattering apart. I 
was flipping through 
the February issue of 
Do// magazine (a thick, 
glossy punk maga- 
zine from Japan} 
when I came across 
the full-page Epitaph 
ad exclaiming to "Buy 
or die." What caught 
my eye was a dis- 
crete "Epic / Sony" 
insignia in the corner 
of their ad. Upon 
further inspection ( and 
to my horror) I real- 
ized that this was an 
ad for Epitaph Records 
that were be- 
ing licensed 
for exclusive 

manufacture and distribution in Japan. And 
by none-other than Sony— who besides being 
a major label— also happen to be one of the 
largest and greediest corporations in the 
whole fucking world! 

Reality check! Whoa! All of those 
letters we recieved finally came back to mind. 

Just to check out some facts, I decided to 
switch on the TV and see if it was really true 
about Epitaph and MTV... and in the next 30 
minutes I saw no less than three Epitaph 
bands; OFFSPRING. GAS HUFFER and RANCID 
(well, four if you also count BAD RELIGION 
who left Epitaph for Atlantic). 

Being that I am only human, my 
expected response to the realization that I had 
been duped, was to immediately vent my rage 
on the nearest acceptable target. Since none 
of the PE shitworkers w£re around (oppps... I 
didn't really mean to say that), I turned on the 
computer and faxed an enraged letter to 
Epitaph guru Brett Guerwitz himself. No 
personal response yet probably means I'm not 
going to receive one! I still have to explain 


to Epitaph people on the telephone why we re not 
going to review their stuff or run their ads... it's getting 
a little tiring. 

I did, however, get a round-about re- 
sponse from one of the members from TOTAL CHAOS 
about a month after I sent the letter. Brett's reasoning 
for the Sony deal, it seems, is that he was tired of 
being screwed around by Japanese distributors. Now 
I can t write a column to save my life, but I can surely 
distribute the fuck out of a record. In all of my 
experience with our Japanese customers, we have 
never had a single problem. Then who fuck was 
distributing Epitaph? Or maybe they just got a "better 
deal", or should I say fatter check for less work? 

In the months since I sent my angry 
message (and PE subsequently cut our ties to Epitaph) 
I have thought about the subject many times. I feel 
I've wasted valuable space in PE talking about a few 
people who traded in their credibility for convenience 
when I could be writing about issues of real social 
importance. I just wish I hadn't been so gullable in 
the first place! 

As sort of a post-script to my column I have 
a couple of tidbits in adendum. After going back to 
that issue of Punk Planet with the Brett Guerwitz 
interview in and reading through it again, I thought 
there were a few funny things to point out. The main 
one is the statement "We've shown bands that there 
is no reason to go to a major EVER." Ironic since Brett 
couldn't even hold Epitaph to that commitment. Now 
Epitaph Records, not to mention 95% of their bands, 
are all pressed and distributed by a major label! Brett 
also claims that Epitaph are not the kind of label that 
pushes for radio air play ("We just pretty much mailed 
[CD's] to people and didn't do anything else") when 
just the other day we got a letter from a punk radio 
DJ complaining about being hassled by an Epitaph 
rep. for not playing any of their Epicrap. Just yesterday 
I had to explain for about the fifth time why their new 
releases aren't getting reviewed in PE... some people 
just never seem to get the message! To whom it may 
concern at Epitaph... 

(In their hypocracy they'll probably sue us!)

Keeping with the DIY punk spirit, we have always enforced a 
boycott of major labels - and labels vdx> hide behind P & D deals with 
majors - as one of the main polices of our work here. Therefore, I 
have to inform you that we will not be able to accept any more 
Epitaph advertisements for PE zine nor will we continue to stock your 
titles in our mailorder. 

I understand there is a fine line between major labels and big 
independents and that there is such a thing as 'necessary levels of 
cooperation." However, it is my opinion that Epitaphinas passed 
through such a threshold of cooperation with the enwny and I do not 
want to be associated with this, especially as a member of the 
Profane Existence Collective. 

I will bring this issue up at Extreme Noise Records which I also 
do the buying for, but I believe the rest of the people there will wish to 
continue selling Epitaph stuff. Extreme Noise, as a retail store, has 
to compete with the corporate commercialism and many of our 
customers would rather buy your titles from Extreme Noise instead of 
any of the half-dozen chain stores within easy walking distance. I 
really wish they were buying a product as oredibly independent as 
you make yourself out to be... 

Independent or not. Epitaph is reaping a harvest of blood while 
mis-informing the real DIY/Independent punk scene with overtures of 
credibility. Get for real or get lost!

This is my second column for PE and even though I didn't 
like the first one [in PE #231 at all, I think it's important 
to write a new one, because there are plenty of things to 
still talk of about Mexico. Besides, I think it's better 
to talk about important things than to talk about "trucks" 
or "my band". 

I'd also like to invite people to write to us to talk 
more about Mexico and all Latino America 'cause this is just 
a little article about some specific points. We could talk 
a lot and I think the most important thing to keep the DIY 
scene active is communication. 

Same as the last column, I don't knowhow to start 'cause 
to try to find out a beginning to the Mexican problems is 
to go far beyond the Divine Creation (I mean before the 
P.R. I. existed), but I think that I will continue where I 
left off in my first column. I talked then a little about 
Chiapas, election time, NAFTA, Colosio's assasination, 
etc. 

Well, the next happening would be Jose Francero Ruiz 
Massieu's assasination (leader of the P.R. I. ) in September 
1994. This success would be the second homicide within the 
party as a result of a great internal fight for power. In 
this murder many people in the high command of the P.R. I. 
would be involved, like Manuel Munos Rocha and Maria Se Los 
Angeles Moreno (she's now the leader of the P.R. I.), and 
Raul Salinas De Gortari (ex-president Carlos Salinas De 
Gortari 's brother) who was the intellect behind the murder. 
Raul Salinas De Gortari is the brother-in-law of Jose 
Francero Ruiz Massieu who denounced Raul Salinas in 1989. 
In turn and Raul Salinas denounced Jose Francero Ruiz in 
1990. They both acussed of irregular management in CONASUPO 
(Natinal Company of Popular Substances). But then the 
General attorney of the Republic (P.G.R. ) Enrique Alvazez 
Del Castillo, convinced them to get an extraofficial 
agreement within the party just to the president free of 
a 'stained image'. 

Presently, Raul Salinas De Gortari is imprisoned at 
the age of 48 years old. He will have to fulfill a penalty 
of about 40 or 45 years, at the high security prison of 
Almoloma De Juarez, for being the intellectual co-author 
and even paying for the murder. This is despite his brother 
Carlos Salinas De Gortari ' s totally ridiculous hungerstrike, 
in an attempt to save his family's honor. 

Certainly we won't know the truth about tlfts case who 
the people behind it were; mainly because the majority of 
them are now in the high commands of the P.R. I. 

Somebody who was very prominent in the investigations 
of the assassination was the victim's brother, Mario Ruiz 
Massieu, who realeased a book called I Acuse. The sale of 
this was prohibited in the most of the book stores in Mexico 
and after he was renounced by the sub attorney general and 
was arrested in the US under the charge of violate the laws 
of the trade control. He was accused of transporting money 
in the sums of over 10 thousand dollars without had giving 
a declaration of the fact. Mexico asked for his extradition 
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because he was acussed here by "intimi- 
dation and obstruction of justice after 
the fact" (in relation to the assassina- 
tion of Jose Francero Ruiz Massieu) 

Fascism Comes to Your Door: 
(Wake up and shoot up there is 
a gringo in you home) 

With more than 18 months of planning 
the US is attempting to close all the 
border between Mexico and the US. This is 
to stop the entrance of illegal immi- 
grants. 

In Naco Sonora there was a wall built 
already, and now as the Berlin Wall fell 
down, a new one was/is rising up along the 
border. The border guard operations 
started a "technological initiative"in 
San Diego to enforce more control along the 
border. A new federal aid for the zone, 
new nocturnal telescopes, sensitive de- 
vices on the wire wall and 220 more fuckin' 
border patrol agents were put into opera- 
tion as part of this initiative, forming 
part of the plan to close the entire border 
to immigrants without papers. They never 
asked them whether they were illegal 
aliens to the "wetbacks" that they sent to 
Vietnam. 

The Veteran Trino Del Toro (a Mexican 
who recieveb decorations at Vietnam's war) 
said that most of the people who received 
decorations for 'honor' (???), the Silver 
Star, were Mexicans, the first soldier who 
was made prisoner was Mexican, and the 
first one who escaped from a P.O.W. camp 
was Mexican. This happened in 1959 and I 
don't think they asked the people who they 
sent to the Gulf War in 1990 for their 
papers either. 

Fortunately the voice of thousands of 
people repudiated this racist-Xenophobic 
proposal, and they made demonstrations in 
the US as well as in Mexico. A boycott 
against the gringo products is going on 
here in Mexico there was a huge action 
against McDonald's with broken windows and 
computer equipment damaged. The McDonald's 
Managers said that they were a Mexican 
franchise and on the other hand they give 
jobs to Mexicans in the US. 

130 thousand abuses against Mexicans 
in 1994, with homicide and child rape 
cases, including and incidenta of cars 
from the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service running over immigrants by "acci- 
dent. " Several chidren died because 
medical attention was denied to them in 
Anaheim, CA and many children were kicked 
out from schools in Calemco, CA. All this 
and much more is the result of this racist- 
xenophobic shit and it's nothing new in the 
US. 

Fuck racism, Fuck the USA! ! 

Fuck the Border Patrol!! 

Cheers to all our fuckin friends in 
Minneapolis and Salt Lake City (and all in 
USA). Thanks for the support in US when 
Bass and I were the "wetbacks".

I've no doubt 
that Chumba's had and still have much 
respect for Che, as I do for them, but 
I am sure also that 10 years ago 
before "other considerations" came 
into effect, Chumba's would have 
made the same 'pisstake' critique of 
themselves as has been done to them. 
It's not funny when bands 'grow up' 
out of a radical scene and then 
appear to dump all that they chapioned 
before. It hurts and dismisses those 
who still believe that L8. 50 ($13) is 
a ridiculous amount of money to pay 
to see a gig, or to play in bouncer- 
infested seated venues etc. , etc. . 
There are other criticisms to be made 
about the popularist cause of bands- 
revolution via MTV Ha Ha- cynical or 
just critical the point is not to get 
too hung up on the importance of 
bands or individuals, because at 
some point they'll probably let you 
down.

Dear fellow Anarchists. 

I am currently incarcerated in the 
Texas Department of Criminal Justice, 
on the Dolph Briscoe Unit, in Dilley. Texas. 
I find myself writing you all concerning a 
friend of mine that is here with me. 
Please look over this as a major concern 
and publish my letter for any support 
and/or information needed to help him in 
court 

On September 14th. 1994. while work- 
ing in the fields my friend was bitten by 
a rattlesnake and had to be taken by life 
flight to San Antonio. At the time of this 


incident he worked as a field service 
trustee for the hoe squads. His job had 
many tasks like repairing tools or clear- 
ing brush for all of the other field work- 
ers. 

As time progressed he was instructed 
to pick up and either dispose of poison- 
ous rattlesnakes or kill. skin, and clean 
them for these fascist pigs. They would 
thrive over getting their 'good skins and 
rattles " not considering his life, safety, 
and well-being was in jeopardy. At times 
he would have picked up 7-8 rattlesnakes 
in one day. even holding one and being told 
to grab another in the same instance. 

Sgt Meglareno is the one that started 
this for his own personal use. When a 
new field boss would be hired on. Sgt 
Meglareno would notify the officers that 
Tim Volk'' was specified for removing 
snakes. 

Tim began having nightmares of 
snakes and would wake in the night He 
asked several times what would happen 
if he was bitten, only to be answered 
sarcastically. He submitted on different 
occasions to be transferred to another 
job assignment and was never responded 
to. 

During the 18 months of working in the 
fields, no safety equipment or devices 
were offered. Tim asked if he could get 
some type of equipment to help out in fear 
of being bit He was told that Warden 
Gonzalez said it was not necessary. 

Finally on September 14th. 1994. offi- 
cer Robert McLazlett ordered Tim Volk to 
retrieve a rattlesnake from his hoe squads 
work area. At that time Tim being di- 
rected to pick up the snake, did so. As he 
was walking away form the work area, a 
fight broke out between two other in- 
mates. In fear of the fight escalating Tim 
tried to release the snake to better pro- 
tect himself. As he let got of the rattle- 
snake. it struck back and caught his 
finger with one fang. After he told Sgt. 
Matt Barber he had been bitten he was 
forced to walk 7-800 yards back to the 
unit 

Upon returning to the prison after a 
E4 hour stay in a free world hospital he 
was informed he'd received two "major 
disciplinary cases " for "safety violation", 
and ” disobeying an order ". A major case 
here in TDCJ jeopardizes your "privilege" 
to pa role and can cause many other hard- 
ships amongst the institution like: com- 
missary. visitation, cell, recreation, re- 
strictions not only losing up to all "good 
time" earned. In Tim 's case he was given 
30 days commissary restriction. 30 days 
lock-up. 30 days no visits, and they took 
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his class status. Class status has to do 
with earning good time and shows how 
well you 've adjusted to institutionalized 
living. Being that Tim received these 
cases . which were the first in years . he 
was given another year set-off on his 
parole. 

Tim is currently filing a lawsuit 
against all of the officers for several 
reasons including, gross negligence, cal- 
lous disregard, and deliberate indiffer- 
ence. He now spends all of this free time 
in the law library researching cases to 
help him in court He no longer has his 
beautiful ability in art being that his 
finger, the one used artistically, has 
been extremely damaged. 

Anyone out there willing to support 
Tim with any type of expertise in venom- 
ous snakes, testimony from qualified 
people dealing with snakes from univer- 
sities and legal assistance, feel free to 
contact him or I at the below addresses.

This issue of Green Perspectives focuses on recent 
developments in Russia from the perspective of 
anarchist Vadim Damier. Since 1987, Damier, 
who lives in Moscow , has been active in a number 
of different political tendencies. He presently 
belongs to the Group of Revolutionary 
Anarchosyndicalists/Friends of the IW A ( Interna- 
tional Workingmen* s Association), which is made 
up partly of members of KAS (Confederation of 


Anarcho-Syndicalists) and partly of members of 
FRAN ( Federation of Revolutionary Anarchists). 

This interview was conducted in June 1994 
near Stuttgart, Germany, by Wolfgang Haug, pub- 
lisher of the magazine Schwarzer Faden, where it 
was originally published ( address : Trotzdem 
Verlag, Postfach 1159, D — 71117 Graf enau, Ger- 
many).

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Q l’d like to ask first about your per- 
m sonal political development, since it’s 
an example of how people living un- 
der totalitarian regimes can arrive at 
oppositional ways of thinking. 

Damier: My political career began relatively late, 
actually, in 1987. Before then, my political posi- 
tions — which I kept private — could be characterized 
as radical left, but they weren’t differentiated yet as 
anarchistic or anything like that. In the Soviet Union, 
we had no real access to books and articles written by 
various independent thinkers. Those who wanted to 
find out about the political ideas of unorthodox 
theorists could read a book like Critique of Petty 
Bourgeois Socialism — the book, of course, rejects 
these ideas . W e just ignored all the slanderous parts , 
and based on what we read, we began to construct our 
own positions. As a result, our ideas were a hodge- 
podge — you probably couldn’t call what emerged a 
clear, substantive position favoring a concrete leftist 
tendency. 

Starting in the Brezhnev era, there were dissi- 
dents who were openly active politically, but they 
remained entirely marginalized. They didn’t have 
any public outreach — you couldn’t develop a rela- 
tionship with their groups except through personal 
contact with a member. I had no personal contact 
with such people, nor did I know how I could ever get 
it Besides, we knew very little about leftist tenden- 
cies among dissidents — we heard about dissidents 
over Western radio, and it sounded as if most of them 
were bourgeois liberal or even nationalistic, like 
Solzhenitsyn. Of course, that wasn’t very appealing 
to leftists. Only later did we learn that there had also 
been leftist dissident groups, but at the time we heard 
very litde about them, which as a rule obstructed any 
concrete contact with them. 

I belonged to the “kitchen dissidents,” as they 
were called at the time. “Kitchen dissidents” were 
people who had a more or less critical mentality, 
usually members of the intelligentsia. They would 
gather in the evenings in someone’s kitchen, drink 
tea or whatever, and discuss the political situation, 
tell each other anecdotes, and so on. They would 
make informal contact like this. The kitchen was 
used as the meeting place because of the housing 
problem in Moscow, where the apartments are pretty 
small. The kitchen was practically the only place in 
an apartment big enough for people to meet. That’ s 
the reason for the name “kitchen dissidents” — it 
wasn’t a separate political grouping, it referred only 
to this informal communication. That was the milieu 
of my own politicization. Later, my family joined 
me; they already had an oppositional orientation, 
though not in any unified way. 

One further point I have to mention is that my 
sociological work also influenced my political de- 
velopment. I wrote a dissertation on the Green, or 
rather the alternative, movement in West Germany, 
and because of that I got access to the special sections 
of libraries where Western newspapers and books — 
even by leftists — were collected. I began to study 
these works systematically. I developed sympathies 
in 1 980 with the Solidarity movement in Poland, for 
example, and with self-management. . . . Then this 
interest converged with the issue of ecology. In 


1987, as the social movements were surfacing in the 
Soviet Union, I thought that what I’d learned about 
the Green movement in the West could become 
useful in Russia Ever since 1 988 I’ve been active in 
the ecology movement. I tried to influence the 
founding of the Green party — I was even a member 
of the coordinating committee for a while. At the 
time, we tried to construct the party as a real eco- 
socialist, eco- anarchist organization for self-man- 
agement, but we failed. 

From the beginning of the 1 990s I had more and 
more to do with the anarchist and anarchosyndicalist 
movements. In 1989 1 joined the KAS (Confedera- 
tion of Anarcho — Syndicalists), even though I didn’t 
agree with all of their ideas, like their notion of 
market socialism. Instead, I tried to spread the ideas 
of libertarian communism. In 1991 1 cofounded the 
Revolutionary Anarchist Organization in Russia 

Q: What about the earlier dissident groups? The 
trade-union-oriented SMOT [the Free 
Interprofessional Workers’ Union, the only leftist 
dissident organization in the Soviet Union before 
perestroika, organized in 1978] became known to us 
as a leftist group here in what was then West Ger- 
many, and it gained a great deal of press attention. 
Was this group wholly unknown to you? 

Damier: It was very little known, and to people who 
didn’t listen to Western radio broadcasts, it was 
probably entirely unknown. I was listening to West- 
ern radio starting in about 1975, so I knew about it. 
But efforts like SMOT were always quickly de- 
stroyed. 

Q: Is there any successor to this group today? 

Damier: Yes, SMOT still exists, but most of the 
people aren’t the same as the ones who started it. 
From the beginning, SMOT was a kind of gathering 
place for representatives of very different political 
orientations. It was an oppositional trade-union 
initiative. It had anarchists, left- socialists and even 
nationalistic groups. In the earliest phase, social 
democratic positions were the most widely held, I 
think. But this first generation was more or less 
eliminated pretty early on: they were thrown into 
prisons and mental hospitals. Even Klebanov, one of 
the founders of the free unions [i.e., unions indepen- 
dent of the Communist Party], had to spend many 
years in psychiatric treatment — he was freed only at 
the beginning of perestroika 

What remained was no longer a trade-union 
initiative but a very small group. At the beginning of 
perestroika, SMOT was practically refounded. 
Klebanov tried to revive the free unions, but he had 
changed his own position. Before, he had considered 
himself a leftist, a Marxist; now he said his free 
unions had to adapt to capitalism. But it all remained 
a pretty limited collection of small oiganizations in 
various cities, no more than a hundred people all 
together. There are some cities, like Minsk, in which 
SMOT really is a trade union. But then there are 
other places where SMOT attracts virtually only 
right-wing people — like Smolensk where they’re 
monarchists! That ’s a different bag of beans. The 
information office of SMOT still exists in Mos- 
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cow — we exchange information with them. They 
say they’re interested in everything from indepen- 
dent trade-union work to syndicalism, and that they’ re 
against the Communist Party, but otherwise they call 
themselves “apolitical.” 

Q: I’d like to ask you about the October 1993 
“putsch” Yeltsin’s attack on the parliamentarians in 
the Russian parliament building, or “White House”. 
The Western press has portrayed President Yeltsin, 
both before and after, as representing democracy. 
But after the fight over the White House, after the 
barricades were taken away, we heard the reaction of 
the left opposition and learned that for you he repre- 
sents dictatorship. Could you explain what caused 
you to arrive at this conclusion? Which particular 
steps of his did you criticize? What politics does he 
stand for, and what does Rutskoi 1 et al. stand for? It 
would be helpful if you could distinguish these 
positions, since the left opposition is somewhere 
between these two poles: Yeltsin on the one hand, 
and Rutskoi, Khasbulatov, and the nationalist groups 
on the other. What issues do the radical leftists 
advance? 

Damier: It’s been obvious for some time that the so- 
called liberals of the ruling bureaucracy show au- 
thoritarian tendencies. It started gradually. Their 
faction came to powerunder slogans of democratiza- 
tion, calling for a strengthening of the legislative 
branch. But once they were in power, they began to 
build up the executive. In 1 993 it was clear to us that 
the confrontation between two bourgeois models of 
the state was reaching its climax. One model was 
parliamentary, by which many moderate leftists 
wanted to grant priority to the parliament; the other 
was the one in which all power would derive from the 
president. The constitution, which Yeltsin and his 
followers drew up, was clearly tailored for a strong, 
autocratic president. He can dissolve the parliament, 
and the government is controlled by the president, 
not by the parliament — in short, the president makes 
policy. All that’s left to the parliament is financial 
matters and confirming individual ministers and the 
like. 

So during this conflict the so-called left-demo- 
cratic forces, including social democrats, sided with 
the parliament — not because they wanted to defend 
the present composition of the parliament but be- 
cause of the idea of parliamentarism. 

As far as the radical leftists were concerned, 
they saw the conflict a bit differently: their starting 


Alexander Rutskoi, former Afghan war hero , was Yeltsin's 
vice-president in September 1993. Along with Ruslan 
Khasbulatov, who was speaker of the fferliament, he led 
the Communist, nationalist, and otherparliamentary depu- 
ties who opposed Yeltsin in the summer and fall of 1 993. 
From September 21 to October 4, 1 ,500 deputies were 
holed up in the White House and refused to leave; they 
claimed to elevate Rutskoi to the presidency instead of 
Yeltsin. On October 4, at the climax of the two-week 
confrontation, Yeltsin's government troops fired machine 
guns and government tanks fired 125-millimeter shells 
into the seventeen-story White House. In two days of 
fighting, 1 93 people died and 600 were wounded. Rutskoi, 
Khasbulatov, and other deputies filed out of the building 
and were arrested. In the spring of 1994 Rutskoi was 
amnestied. — trans. 
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point was that a few weeks before the “coup d’etat,” 
Yeltsin had brought his man Yegor Gaidar, the 
former prime minister and an advocate of “shock 
therapy,” back into power. [He had left the govern- 
ment for a time — W.H.] He named him vice 
premier. 

At the same time the delegation from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) came to Moscow, 
which makes up the economic background of the 
conflict. Broader market reforms were then being 
discussed — especially the continuation of the “shock 
therapy” policy. The Yeltsin camp stood for imple- 
menting the IMF plans and, consequently, for shut- 
ting down numerous factories, eliminating state sub- 
sidies and the like. These factories, after all, did not 
make a profit from production but depended on the 
civil service bureaucracy, as well as on the newly 
emerging commercial bourgeoisie — including the 
mafia-bourgeoisie. 

In contradistinction to the Yeltsin camp, the 
“parliamentary faction” represented the interests of 
the industrial bureaucracy, the top managers who 
wanted to privatize the factories under the manage- 
ment of the “workforce.” Their (capitalist) views 
came from their desire to maintain control of the 
factories, and so they resisted some of the strictures 
of the IMF. During the October conflict, this camp 
was supported by the nationalist/fascist and Commu- 
nist faction, which constituted itself as the “irrecon- 
cilable” opposition to Yeltsin and represented the 
interests of the old bureaucratic stratum, which at the 
time was being either laid off or discriminated against. 
It was also generally supported by Russian banking 
and industrial circles, which feared Western compe- 
tition. 

Before the October events, Yeltsin was clearly 
taking steps to consolidate his power in order to 
institute concrete social and economic policies. The 
radical leftists had been against such policies all 
along — the whole development seemed to us to be 
a “Pinochet-ization,” that is, the introduction of a 
dictatorship in order to rapidly convert to a market 
economy. On the other hand, we were certainly not 
in favor of the parliament: first, because we are 
against the principle of representation as such, and 
second, because we knew that most of the people 
who stood behind the parliament belonged to other 
factions of the same ruling bureaucracy. 

Q: Officially, it wasn’t reported in the West that 
Yeltsin stood unconditionally for the IMF. Here, the 
main criticism of the parliamentary faction was that 
the parliament had not been freely elected. 

Damier: But it Was elected! And the election was, 
in principle, free — that is, there were many different 
candidates. Even though it took place in 1 990, it was 
still a multiparty election. The Y eltsinists , of course , 
said that the parliament wasn’ t democratic because it 
had been elected while the Communist Party still 
held power. But there were already several parties, 
and it was this parliament that had chosen Yeltsin to 
be its speaker. At the time, Yeltsin saw the parlia- 
ment as good, and until 1991 , both factions worked 
together. Only later was this harmony disrupted, 
when the power struggle began — but not because the 
parliament had made undemocratic and inhumane 


decisions. . . . 

The position of the radical leftists in 1993 was 
the same as it had been in August 1991 [during the 
failed coup against Gorbachev]: we didn’t support 
either side. In both cases we didn’t take part in the 
barricades but instead distributed pamphlets denounc- 
ing the declaration of a state of emergency and 
opposing militarization, the ban on strikes and the 
curtailments of freedoms. . . . 

There were a few groups of radical leftists who , 
to some extent, took the side of the parliament. Their 
reasons were like those of the social democrats, but 
they also had their own particular reasons. On the 
evening after Yeltsin expelled the parliament, barri- 
cades were constructed around the White House. 
The people who built them were Trotskyists and a 
few (I would emphasize this) anarchists, who did it 
completely spontaneously — that is, no organization 
made any decision to do it. These particular people 
just decided to make use of the situation, probably to 
try to radicalize the people who had gathered around 
the White House and push them in a certain direction. 

It’s clear that the people gathered around the 
White House weren’t only ultrarightists and nation- 
alists — this fact was determined afterward and was 
confirmed in interviews with people who had been in 
front of the White House. There were four types. 
First the nationalists and ultrarightists, who consid- 
ered Yeltsin an agent of international Zionism and 
supported the parliament even though they had diffi- 
culties with Khasbulatov, who is Chechen 2 . Second 
were people from former state-Communist groups, 
who hoped that during the struggle against Yeltsin, 
the situation could be changed in their favor — that 
if Yeltsin were toppled, they could bring back the 
Soviet Union. Third were democrats who had been 
disappointed since 1990 and 1991 but who still held 
the same positions — they thought parliamentary 
institutions had to be protected from the authoritar- 
ian tendencies of the executive. And finally, there 
were those who came simply to protest the existing 
regime, because that regime promised no future. The 
radical leftists had only minimal success in influenc- 
ing these people, though, partly because there were 
too few radical leftists there, and in my own opinion, 
partly because it was useless from the outset. It 
wasn’ t our affair, it wasn’t our struggle. But the main 
reason was that the ultrarightists soon drove the 
radical leftists from the area around the White House. 
There were fights between anarchists and Nazis — 
the people who support Alexander Barkashov [a 
prominent anti-Semitic polemicist, organizer of Slavic 
congresses and leader of the Russian National Unity 
Group]. One anarchist had to defend himself with a 
knife, and afterward the Nazis handed him over to the 
police. That the Nazis and the police cooperated was 
clear. They may already have had a relationship, 
since the Barkashov people from the Russian Na- 
tional Unity Group — who I consider to be the most 
dangerous ultrarightists in Russia — had somehow 
been permitted to use police training facilities, and 
they had rifles from somewhere, nobody knows 


2 A Chechen is a person from Chechnya, a region in the 

Caucasus Mountains on the border with Georgia that 

announced its secession from Russia in 1 991 . The sense 
here is that Khasbulatov is not an ethnic Russian. 


where. Something similar happened to two anar- 
chists from Byelorussia, who had come to Moscow 
in orderto understandthe situation themselves. They 
were in the square and began to debate and then got 
into fights with neo-Nazis, who handed them over to 
the police as “provocateurs.” 4 

Q: Had there already been clashes between radical 
leftists and Nazis before this? In a leftist newspaper, 

I read about a confrontation over literature distribu- 
tion. 

Damier: It’s been going on since the early summer 
of 1993, when there were clashes between distribu- 
tors of leftist and Nazi literature. It started when 
Nazis attacked some people who were selling a 
Communist newspaper in front of the Lenin Mu- 
seum. Let me explain this. The Lenin Museum, in 
the center of Moscow (it’ s closed at the moment and 
is supposed to be changed over into a historical 
museum), back then still held exhibitions in the 
Communist style, and the Communists saw it as their 
natural holy place. The distributors of Nazi literature 
saw it as a good place to concentrate their propa- 
ganda. Before the 1 9 1 7 revolution, by the way, this 
building was where the Moscow city parliament met. 
The Nazis attacked the distributors of the Commu- 
nist newspaper and claimed the building for them- 
selves. 

Later, there were attacks on other people sell- 
ing radical-left literature. In public the Communist 
leaders downplayed all this, though, so that the 
alliance of opposition forces (that is, between Com- 
munists and nationalists) would not be disrupted. 
Trotskyists and anarchists were trying to resist these 
attacks when a larger clash came in August 1 993 , and 
Nazis handed over two radical leftists to the police. 
While they were in the police station, those arrested 
saw the Russian flag — with a swastika added — 
hanging there; one of them was beaten up at the 
police station. In any case, no legal proceedings were 
brought against the leftists, since the events of Sep- 
tember-October overshadowed everything else. 

As far as we’ re concerned, I think Nazis have to 
be fought, probably even physically, but to tell you 
the truth, we have very little means to do this. Our 
group is very small, and the Nazi groups are pretty 
big; they’re militarily trained, and they have rifles. 
Some reports say that the Barkashov people have 
hundreds of trained fighters. 

Q: After the confrontation over the White House, in 
which this Barshakov group functioned more or less 
as a protective guard [for the parliamentarians], 
didn’t the government go after them? 

Damier: Actually, what happened waf that the media 
gave this group a lot of publicity, in effect creating an 
image for them. Since then, according to a few more 
recent reports, this group has grown even larger. The 
Barshakov group was one of several militarized 
groups around the White House, and they organized 
the guard inside the parliament building. They 
participated in the storming of the broadcasting sta- 
tion 3 , and they drove some of the other oppositional 
forces out of the parliament building , including a few 
Communist deputies. They later claimed that two of 
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their own people died during the storming of the 
White House, but most of the Barkashov people had 
let themselves out of the building before Yeltsin’s 
attack, as if they had been tipped off in advance that 
it was about to happen. There are also hints that their 
organization, Russian National Unity, played a pro- 
vocative role in the affair. In one demonstration, for 
example, a radical leftist asked a policeman who was 
standing passively nearby, “Do you like the fact that 
there are swastikas in the center of Moscow?” The 
policeman pointed in the direction of the Kremlin 
and said, “All questions must be addressed there.” It 
shouldn’t be excluded that Yeltsin’s crowd used the 
ultrarightists as provocateurs. The shootout started 
with them. . . . Finally, the military assault came from 
the Yeltsin side — even official television had to 
admit that. 

Officially it was reported that the activities of 
the Barshakov group were stopped. Barkashov him- 
self went underground. A decree was issued for his 
arrest — but nobody could find him! This is really 
very interesting — the powerful police of great 
Russia could not find and arrest him for three whole 
months ! Later, he explained that he ’ d been in a dacha 
near Moscow during this time. In December he was 
attacked — somebody shot at him from a passing car 
and wounded him. As a result, his whereabouts 
became known; he was arrested and brought back to 
Moscow — taken to a military hospital ! There he lay 
until he was once again healthy, and then he was 
freed. His group, although they were still not legally 
permitted to exist, started selling their newspaper, 
Russian Order, out in the open, and it had an imme- 
diate circulation of 340,000 copies. Nobody inter- 
fered with this. . . . 

Q: In the West, Yeltsin’s opponents are portrayed 
mainly as a collection of Communists and 
ultrarightists and nationalists living in the past. But 
you’ve suggested that they really work together. It 
would be important to look more closely at this new 
red-brown solidarity. 

Damier: Of course, to people in the West it’s incom- 
prehensible that Stalinist Communists would have 
anything to do with open neo-Nazis. Certainly in 
Germany they don’t. But you have to remember that 
Stalinism has always incorporated ideas of national- 
ism and Great Russian chauvinism. In Russia, this 
really isn’t so incomprehensible — Stalinism was in 
power long enough to carry out its nationalistic 
content. The Stalinists and nationalists have at least 
one thing in common: the idea of a state that 
encompasses the republics of the former USSR, and 
the so-called patriotism around that idea. For this 


3 On October 3, the day before the storming of the White 
House, Rutskoi urged a crowd of ten thousand supporters 
around the White House to continue the struggle against 
Yeltsin’s government by seizing the mayor’s office and 
the Ostankino broadcasting center, which is the national 
media center and the government’s link to the rest of the 
country. Two thousand armed protesters seized the 
media center with rocket-propelled grenades and tempo- 
rarily knocked programming off the air, forcing govern- 
ment spokespeople like Gaidar to appeal for help over a 
makeshift radio. A hundred elite government soldiers 
armed with machine guns took the media center back; 
twenty-one died in the battle. — trans. 


nationalism, the Communists drew heavily from 
theories of the national liberation struggles, in which 
the working class and the national bourgeoisie were 
allied in the common struggle against imperialism. 
The Stalinists advanced this policy for countries of 
the so-called Third World. 

It goes back in Germany to the 1 920s and 1 930s 
too. In 1923 Karl Radek, who was then the German 
representative to the Communist International, tried 
to advance similar ideas, to the point where he 
practically suggested that the Communists and the 
working class make an alliance with the right-wing 
vdlkisch forces so that they could struggle together 
against the system established by the Versailles 
Treaty. To paraphrase, Radek’ s argument was: 
“Germany is subjugated by international imperial- 
ism. A national liberation movement must be cre- 
ated.” The Communists would be the best patriots 
in this regard, Radek thought, since they would be 
able to protect the country’ s national interests better 
than the bourgeoisie. More or less the same argu- 
ment resurfaced during the 1930s in documents from 
the Communist Party of Germany (KPD). There was 
a KPD program for national and social liberation. 

Today, the argument coming from the Russian 
Stalinists sounds pretty much the same: “Russia is a 
country that is subjugated by international imperial- 
ism/Zionism. Allied with the patriotic forces of the 
national bourgeoisie we must lead a struggle for 
national liberation.” 

Q: How does this emphasis on Zionism always get 
into it? 

Damier: That goes back to the Stalin era, after the 
Second World War. In 1953, shortly before Stalin 
died, there was actually a project to deport all Jews 
from the European part of Russia to Siberia. After 
Stalin’s death, fortunately, this didn’t happen. Anti- 
Zionism was revived in 1967, when the Arab-Israeli 
war flared up. At that time, Brezhnev took the side 
of the Arab countries. An intense anti-Zionist cam- 
paign broke out in Russia. In nasty caricatures, for 
example, it was asked why Jewish citizens should be 
allowed to study in Russian schools, since they were 
only building up cadres for Israel. Books were 
published that placed the blame for the medieval 
pogroms on the Jews themselves — something along 
these lines: “The Jews were rich, and the struggles 
weren’t really about racial hatred but were ‘class 
struggles.’” 

Q: Have the Party versions of history omitted the fact 
that many Jews played very revolutionary roles in 
1917 and afterward? 

Damier: Yes, it’s been forgotten in Party history — 
but not by the nationalists ! In Russia today there are 
certainly some nationalists who don’t mind working 
alongside Communists. But other nationalists are 
anti-Communist and want nothing to do with the 
Communist Party, since the 1917 revolution was a 
“Jewish conspiracy.” The nationalists who are will- 
ing to work with Communists have a tacit under- 
standing not to mention such matters. 

Q: Nationalism, as an ideology “beyond parties,” 


holds together political alliances , and no group seems 
to be either able or willing to separate itself from it. 
In the Russian case, the development of a new racism 
and nationalism are attributed not only to the col- 
lapse of the Soviet Union but also to the terrible 
social and economic conditions there, or at least 
those conditions have contributed to it. Can you give 
a few clear-cut conditions that at this moment are 
shaping life in Russia? I’m thinking of inflation, the 
discrepancy between prices and wages, the align- 
ment of prices to the Western level. 

Damier: The social crisis plays an enormous role in 
causing the growth of nationalistic opinions. The 
economic situation is bad, and the social situation is 
even worse. In principle, however, it’s pretty diffi- 
cult to compare prices and wages in Russia with 
those of the W est. One must first of all consider what 
they were like before perestroika. Back then, you 
couldn’t compare wages and prices at all — even 
currency exchange rates were arbitrary. But then, 
those exchange rates weren’t entirely wrong since at 
least they maintained a balance. Now prices are set, 
on principle, at the international level, so the ten- 
dency is that a few things still cost less than in the 
West — things like bread and some foodstuffs par- 
ticular to Russia. But other items, like clothing, 
imported goods and so on, are priced at the world 
level. 

Wages, however, are much, much lower than at 
the world level. It’s hard to figure out what the 
average wage is. The figures the government issues 
are entirely different from figures the unions give 
out. But my approximate estimate for Moscow is 
that a qualified worker on the production line last fall 
got about 70 rubles; now it could be about 200 
rubles. 4 People who don’t work in manufacturing or 
the new commercial sphere get even less — and that 
includes everyone who works in education, science 
and medicine. 

What makes it even more difficult is that the 
people who work in manufacturing receive their 
wages only irregularly. The authorities agree that 
wages should be raised, but then these wages aren’t 
paid out for maybe three months. By the time they ’ re 
finally paid, inflation has grown, and the wages have 
lost much of their purchasing power. So one of the 
main demands during the recent labor conflicts has 
been that wages be paid regularly. 

Q: What’s the outlook concerning unemployment? 

Damier: Unemployment is still not very high. That’ s 
probably why our situation still has a degree of 
internal stability. In spite of all demands for reform, 
in spite of all the IMF demands, there hasn’t yet been 
a single bankruptcy of a state industry. But the new 
government has already announced that unemploy- 
ment is going to come. And what will happen then? 
It doesn’t seem likely that there will be unemploy- 
ment insurance or any other money for the unem- 
ployed. Up to now, unemployment money was paid 
out for a few months after someone lost a job, and

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after that, no more. In any case, the state hasn’t got 
the money to pay insurance to millions of unem- 
ployed people. There are no programs. There’s an 
idiotic television program that depicts the labor of- 
fice as aplacethat can help the jobless find new work, 
industries find new workforces and unemployed 
people start up their own business. The producers of 
this program must think that a good way to fight 
unemployment is to transform people into business- 
men. . . 

Q: Let’ s go on to another question about national- 
ism. Is there any kind of aliberal mediain Russia that 
refuses to be tainted by nationalism? Are there any 
newspapers that at least make a pretense of reporting 
objectively? 

Damier: I have to say, unfortunately, that national- 
ism is the prevailing consensus in Russia at the 
moment. Practically all parties have a more or less 
nationalistic tone in their programs. And I mean all 
parties — even the extreme market-economy liber- 
als, like the people around Gaidar. They too speak of 
Greater Russia now, and of the need to defend great- 
power interests and protect Russian minorities in the 
other republics. That’s the consensus. And it’s no 
accident: every state has to have a basic ideological 
consensus, otherwise it can’t function. If the basic 
idea isn’t going to be state communism, then it has to 
be something else — say, bourgeois-democracy or 
bourgeois-liberalism. But in Russia, the situation is 
too unstable and too delicate, so some other integrat- 
ing factor must be found, one that isn’t going to cost 
anything materially. That leaves only nationalism. 

There are still intellectuals and small groups 
that reject extreme nationalistic ideas. There is still 
critique, for example, in a few liberal newspapers 
like Moscow News. But they only critique — they 
can’t suggest alternatives. Moreover, coming from 
them , the liberal critique sounds very strange. There’ s 
an organization called the Antifascist Center, for 
example. It’s a movement that was started up by 
Yeltsin’ s own Democratic Center. You can hear its 
members criticizing the far right on television and 
radio. But what they themselves propose as an 
alternative sounds really terrible: they say that 
“nationalistic demagoguery” and “class demagogu- 
ery” are equivalent, and that both should be banned 
by the state and persecuted repressively. So in our 
new constitution, there’ s a point that says “social and 
national demagoguery” is to be “forbidden and pros- 
ecuted.” “Class struggle” is officially banned. Even 
a person like Gaidar — shortly after the December 
elections, when the Zhirinovsky party got so many 
votes, Gaidar suddenly was explaining that we have 
to build an antifascist front. Gaidar — a leading 
antifascist? A man who makes Pinochet-istic pre- 
scriptions himself now wants to be considered an 
antifascist? Many people would say, “If he’s an 
antifascist , let’s be fascists.” So Gaidar is actually 
making propaganda for fascism instead of 
counterpropaganda. 

Q: Has the new constitution, which forbids “social” 
agitation too , been used against the radical-left press? 
Damier: Not yet. One reason would be that most of 
the radical-left newspapers aren’t officially permit- 


ted. These newspapers are published unofficially 
and only half legally. So it’ s very difficult to get them 
around. At least I haven’t yet heard of any legal 
proceedings being brought on the grounds of “social 
demagoguery.” But then, this could also be due to the 
fact that these days the level of “social struggle” in 
Russia is very low. 

Q: Let’ s talk about the different nationalistic groups. 
Here in the West, criticism of the new nationalism 
and fears of a nationalistic Russia have mainly been 
focused on Vladimir Zhirinovsky. Judging from 
your accounts, it seems that he is only one of many 
and perhaps not even the most significant. 

Damier: As I’ve already mentioned, nationalism is 
predominant in Russia today. That’s reflected even 
in the revival of heraldry. Russia has reintroduced its 
old tsarist coat of arms — and even the double- 
headed eagle with the crown. We call it the “cro wned , 
broiled Chernobyl chicken.” But to Russia’s neigh- 
bors and the national minorities within Russia, this 
symbol clearly evokes Great Russian chauvinism. 
The tsarist flag is also valid today. There’s a wide 
range of extreme-right and openly Nazi groups. A 
great many of them developed out of the Pamyat 5 
movement — although the party of Zhirinovsky 
didn’t. 

Zhirinovsky, who even describes himself as 
“crazy,” is popular — he got twenty-five percent of 
the votes in December 1 993. You could say this was 
really only a protest vote, and it was. But out of all 
the possibilities for casting a protest vote, the people 
still chose him. All told, however, Zhirinovsky’s 
party is not a fascist party in the true sense of the 
word. I doubt that Zhirinovsky himself has any real 
political convictions. He started out in his political 
career wanting to write the political program for the 
Social Democratic Party. Then he founded this “Lib- 
eral Democratic Party.” Its first program was ori- 
ented toward the market economy. Now he calls for 
more state intervention, but of course everything is 
capitalistic, market-economic. His career doesn’t 
seem to follow any consistent principle. Besides, he 
still hasn’t got any storm troopers! 

Q: Doesn’t he work with little extreme-right groups 
for that? 

Damier: He’s pretty isolated politically. The Com- 
munists and Socialists don’t find him acceptable — 
after all, he once supported the politics of Yeltsin. He 
came out in support of that authoritarian constitution , 
the one that gives more power to the president. It’s 
even been said that if Zhirinovsky hadn’t supported 
Yeltsin, Yeltsin never would have gotten his consti- 
tution adopted. For this and other, personal reasons

— he’s half Jewish — many nationalists don’taccept 
him either. One right-wing, nationalistic newspaper 
even wrote that he was a Jewish agent within the 
patriotic movement. 

Q: What are we to make of this? On the one hand, 
he got twenty-five percent of the vote, which wasn’t 
only a protest vote but a nationalist vote. On the other 
hand, few of the nationalists will work with his 
group. Are you suggesting that these other groups 
are potentially more successful? 

Damier: That’ s hard to say. During the last election, 
many nationalistic organizations weren’t allowed to 
be on the ballot. Their constituencies boycotted the 
election, or else they voted for Zhirinovsky or the 
Communists in spite of everything. As for the 
attempts to produce a united nationalist-Stalinist 
opposition, Rutskoi finally initiated this at the end of 
May, and I think the majority of the nationalistic 
forces adhered to it. Not all the radical rightists came 
along, and of course, the boundaries between them 
are sometimes permeable. 

Normally, however, these groups stand on their 
own and make their own politics entirely. They’re 
training themselves, getting themselves ready — 
although no one knows for what or when. But they 
are strong. Russian National Unity is estimated to 
have ten thousand men; other far-right entities in 
other regions are stronger still. It’s a good thing that 
these groups aren’t unified. 

Q: Is there also a so-called “New Right”? 

Damier: Russia has become the Mecca of the “New 
Right.” In Moscow there’ s a journal called Element i 
that shares the common project of the “New Right- 
ists” in other countries. It publishes the writings, for 
example, of Alain de Benoist. 6 The largest opposi- 
tion newspaper in Russia, Sabra , is produced by 
“New Rightists.” Whereas previously the rightists 
were inflexible and made statements against the 
youth culture, for instance, and said rock music was 
Satanism and so on, they’ re now trying to establish a 
“rock resistance,” a purely Russian rock music. 
They’ re advancing the repulsive idea that all opposi- 
tionists, all radicals, whether left or right, should 
work together, since all are against the capitalist 
system. 

Q : Do you have allies with which you can do antifascist 
work, ones who have earned this name? 

Damier: The moderate leftists, the Party of Labor, 
have made an antifascist effort. They’re oriented 
toward social democracy. . . . This p^st spring, this 
group, some individual social democrats, and a few 
people from the Communist Party got together to 
found a League of Internationalists. They can do 
some things together, at least propaganda, but only in 
a limited way. They’re oriented toward the state, 
saying, “Nationalism is bad, patriotism is good.”

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Q: You said that you are very few in number. Two 
years ago, a May 1 demonstration organized by the 
KAS (Confederation of Anarcho-Syndicalists) looked 
much more promising. A few hundred people marched 
under the black flag through the city , and even West- 
ern TV took note of the new anarchists. What’s 
happened to them? 

Damier: At that time, KAS supposedly had about a 
thousand members. Probably that’ s an exaggeration. 
What happened was that at in those days not everyone 
who called themselves anarchists really were anar- 
chists. It’s a paradox: Normally we’re told that it’s 
very difficult to bean anarchist in a country with such 
statist traditions as ours; but then in a crisis situation, 
when movements emerge and struggle for more free- 
dom, it can go the other way. During those times, 
many people can findanarchism, oral least antistatism, 
to be appealing — without entirely sharing the con- 
cepts of anarchism. So among these kinds of people 
there were a few who later became businesspeople 
and today call themselves an archo- capitalists. 

For young people, that time was the beginning 
of their political careers. A few started out in KAS 
and then went into the social-democratic or even the 
bourgeois parties. Some young people went along 
with anarchism and KAS out of fashion — like the 
punk movement. It was easy to go along then — there 
weren’t any membership dues to pay or anything. . . 

Since then the situation has changed. Being an 
anarchist is riskier, and under such circumstances, 
only those continue who are able and willing to do 
systematic work. Now several small groups remain 
— they quarrel with each other pretty often and often 
take strange positions. I’m not speaking of the 
anarcho-capitalists but of the majority of today’s 
KAS (which in the whole former USSR has only 
about ahundred members). They ’ re seeking to achieve 
a market socialism without a state, in the sense of 
Proudhon. 

Q: Are you saying that they want to bring in the free 
market economy? 

Damier: It looks like it. Every factory would belong 
to the workers who worked in it. It would belong to 
them as property — not as an object of their manage- 
ment, but as an object of their profit. What they 
produce, they are to exchange on the free market — 
with other factories or with consumers. Everything is 
to run totally according to the laws of the free market 
— that is, 

with prices, profits and so on. 

These KAS members call themselves collectiv- 
ists, but that’s wrong. They understand “collectiv- 
ism” not as distribution according to the products of 
the workers’ labor but as collectivism on the basis of 
shared workforce property. They understand “equal- 
ity” only as equality of opportunity — that is, in 
wholly bourgeois terms. 

Q: I’ d like to come back to the question of ecology, 
which was also your personal starting point. The 
concept of “social ecology” comes from Murray 
Bookchin, which he closely integrates with an eco- 
logical society with little or no domination. In Russia, 
there’s a Social Ecological Union. Does it have 


anything to do with Bookchin’ s ideas, and if not, 
what’ sit all about? 

Damien The Social Ecological Union emerged wholly 
autonomously. The ecology movement was actually 
the first and largest social movement to appear in the 
former Soviet Union, although only a little remains of 
it now. The Social Ecological Union is the largest 
ecological organization that still exists from that 
time. It still organizes people today , even people who 
live outside Russia. Its founders, who used and still 
use the idea of social ecology, had no notion of 
Bookchin’ s ideas. They were pure conservationists. 
Only over time did they come to understand that you 
can’t just protect nature, you also have to solve the 
social problems that lead to the destruction of nature. 
This last point sounds like Bookchin, but first you 
have to decide what you mean by social change. 
German Social Democrats also propose the “ecologi- 
cal reconstruction of society,” but they aren’t social 
ecologists in Bookchin’ s sense either. 

In the early days, the SEU wanted to be an 
ecological organization, not a political one. They 
wanted to influence policies through lobbyists. They 
didn’t actually do this themselves, though. Many 
people from the left tried to work with them and push 
them in a radical-left direction. But they didn’t know 
anything about Bookchin’ s ideas at that time either. 
Instead, they strongly oriented themselves toward the 
Green Party in Germany. Only one of those who 
initiated the SEU, I think, is still active, but he’s veiy 
influential — Sergey Fomichov from Nizhni 
Novgorod. At the moment, he is co-chair of the 
League of Green Parties, a Green association that we 
have. He belong s to the activists of a militant ecologi- 
cal organization and he’s publisher of the anarcho- 
ecological newspaper Third Way . The League of 
Green Parties and the Party of the Greens, however, 
have both clearly become our local realos. 

The first person in the Green milieu to make 
himself familiar with Bookchin’ s ideas was actually 
me. I read his writings in German, then summarized 
and translated articles written by him that later be- 
came familiar in the Social Ecological Union. Since 
the end of last year they’ve aroused more and more 
interest, because the SEU has had enough of tradi- 
tional “politics.” Yeltsin had an ecological adviser 
who worked with older members of the Social Eco- 
logical Union. In the fall of 1 993, during the election, 
they tried to organize an ecological list with the Party 
of the Greens (the farther to the right of the two 
patties), but this effort failed. Afterward, the Social 
Ecological Union concluded that the Party of the 
Greens had brought them too much into politics, so at 
present they’re opposed to becoming politicized in 
the sense of “participation in power.” The more the 
Social Ecological Union comes into contact with 
Western environmentalists, the more it discusses 
alternative theories. 

In March 1 994, the eco- anarchists held adiscus- 
sion conference with the Social Ecological Union, 
and they drew up a declaration of principles for an 
alternative society. The draft called for the creation 
of a federation of parks for the protection of nature, 
alternative factories that operate along ecological 
principles, and communes. Social experiments and 
ecological experiments would be brought together, 
on the condition that they involve “no destruction of 


nature.” This formulation was acceptable both to the 
eco-anarchist participants and to the representatives 
of the Social Ecological Union. 

As for the base of the Social Ecological Union, 
it’ s hard to determine what theirinfluence is, since the 
membership is so varied. You can scarcely develop 
a united strategy there. There are members who are 
Cossacks, whose orientation is nationalistic and right- 
wing, and there are radical conservationists, who 
want nothing to do with politics at all. The Social 
Ecological Union has been working closely with an 
American environmental group [the National Toxics 
Campaign Fund], which has given them computer 
technology, modems and so on, so that now the 
magazine Third Way can be more widely distributed. 

Q: Can you say something about the praxis of the 
Social Ecological Union or the ecology movement as 
such? 

Damier: Unfortunately, things have changed a great 
deal here, too. Previously, ecological actions were 
massive. One of the goals of the radical ecology 
movement was to include the population of each 
place in their action. But now what happens is that 
activists from different cities come to a place and hold 
their action or protest day; the population supports 
them only passively, and then the activists go away. 
That’ s not so good, of course, because it precludes the 
development of consciousness, which must be an 
essential goal of such actions. Also, if the local 
population doesn’t actively support the action, then 
the question arises of whether the activists are behav- 
ing responsibly. 

Q: In closing, I’d like to ask what message you 
consider most important to convey to the Western 
radical left? 

Damier: It’s important for people in the West to 
understand the real situation in Russia, because very 
little is understood now. In Russia, nothing has 
actually changed in the constellation of forces. The 
old ruling class has, for all intents and purposes, 
remained in power — that’ s very important. I don’t 
know whether that’ s true in the other countries of the 
old East Bloc, but it’ s true with us. The bureaucracy 
has merely changed its face. The bureaucracy can 
make an alliance with speculative capitalists and 
mafia capitalists. The methods of exploitation may 
change, the methods of profit maximization may 
change, but the old class remains. Right now there’s 
no question of a real democratization among us, or of 
a real development toward freedom. Neither of the 
parties that are struggling for power now should be 
supported. What really must be done is to construct 
a radical-left initiative toward freedom.

On the 9th of November 1 993, the date of the 
anniversary of the Nazi Kristallnacht, the 
Movement for an AlternativeSociety (RS A), 
along with several pacifist organizations such 
as Freedom and Peace (WiP), Radical Anti- 
Fascist Action (RAAF) and the section of 
young activists of the Polish Socialist Party 
(PPS), organized another massive demon- 
stration against rising Neo-Fascism, keep- 
ing up with a tradition of such demonstra- 
tions going on in all of the big cities in 
Poland. Thanks to the wide range of organi- 
zations making this event, large numbers of 
people showed up (about one thousand) at 
the usual gathering point in the Old City. 
The crowd included both radical anarchist 
punks, pacifist hippies, young aspiring 
polititians, as well as simple passers-by. 

The demonstration was to be absolutely 
legal, as the members of PPS had obtained 
beforehand the permission of the mayor, so 
the cops didn’t interfere, providing however 
the crowd with “protection”. The loudspeak- 
ers, monopolized entirely by the members of 
the PPS, were constantly repeating that this 
was to be a peaceful and legal demonstra- 
tion, and that no violent provocators would 
be tolerated. 

The crowd marched its way thru town to 
the center of modern Warsaw, chasing occa- 
sionally groups of stray Skinheads, under 


the reprobative rhetoric of apprentice 
polititians of the PPS — who didn’t want to 
be associated with any form of direct ac- 
tion — and of the pacifists from WiP, which 
maintained that the anti-fascists should not 
become as evil as the fascists themselves by 
beating them. The discrepancies between 
the self-assigned leaders of the demonstra- 
tion and the radical participants were be- 
coming stronger, as the crowd was approach- 
ing the final destination of the march. The 
cops, who by then had made cordons on both 
sides of the street, had provoked a lot of 
anger and frustration in the participants, 
furious at the thought of being reduced to a 
bunch of marionettes, going from one place 
to another, as directed by the authorities. 
After that point several attempts were made 
to break the police cordons and head to the 
skinhead organization headquarters (the 
National Community). Unfortunately, most 
of the people were greatly disoriented by the 
situation, and they ultimately followed the 
loudest calls, which were those of the PPS 
loudspeakers. The part of the demonstration 
which proved to be much more interesting 
began only after the members of the PPS 
officially called the demonstration over, 
which was hopefully ignored by everybody. 
Only then the desire to extend the demon- 
stration all around town spread to the major- 
ity of the people, making them storm the 
crowd-control units, which — unprepared for 
such an outburst — retreated under a rain of 
stones, Molotov cocktails and laughter. No 
arrests were made during the demonstration, 


as the people were solidary enough to pre- 
vent this (only afterwards small dispersed 
groups were apprehended, but not longer 
than for half an hour). In the outcome, sev- 
eral policemen were wounded, two anar- 
chists had a concussion, and one reporter 
had his backpack burned (his newspaper 
wrote the next day about “despicable hooli- 
gans”). 

All this (maybe except the concussions) 
made the demonstration one of the more 
satisfying anti-fascist demonstrations to date, 
making a long-awaited step beyond degen- 
erate, legalistic walks across the city, com- 
pletely bland and devoid of interest. 

A newly formed group of activists, act- 
ing under the temporary name of “Group Of 
People Under The Influence Of Alcohol”, is 
currently working on making all kinds of 
events more livelier and less easily recuper- 
ated by the mainstream, and has already 
organized actions such as throwing pieces of 
liver with red paint on the windows of the 
Chinese embassy on the anniversary of 
Tienanmen, or selling stock shares of fam- 
ine in Somalia or Bosnia in front of the stock 
market. This seems to be badl^needed — as 
the older generation of anarchists, burned 
out by the Fight against the previous system, 
tends towards some kind of anarcho-capital- 
ist bubble.

PE: How are things going now in Mexico City? 

RE: In Mexico City, a place that we go slightly 
crazy living in, exists a great diversity among its 
inhabitants, its because of this that many diverse 
forms of life and struggles exist. Regeneracion is 
integrated inside of a movement or “scene” that also 
is diverse, however, what we actively pursue through 
our channels has great similarity in ideas and objec- 
tives with other people who you meet that are 
involved in what we have called the anarco/punk/ 
HC scene. 

This scene is heterogeneous and heterodox [al- 
ternative], it exists divided and united. The scene 
exists, in this way, inside of the innermost fortress 
of the country, united with division and sectarian- 
ism. We believe that we suffer the same problems 
in the punk/HC scene that, in whatever part of the 
world, most people are burdened with. We carry 
this burden of suffering in a positive and a negative 
manner. 

There exist many bands in this city inside the 
label “Punk/HC musical scene”. Many of these 
bands have existed for some years, however, the 
majority have existed with a very tenuous exist- 
ence. Mexico City is a city of more than 20 million 
inhabitants, because of which the scene of Mexico 
City is very large, with many people involved in 
bands, independent record distros, fanzines, etc. 
There exist many diverse shows, approximately 
four each weekend, where all the existing bands can 
play. Unfortunately not all the places where shows 
are held are non-profit. Only when the same people 
that are involved in the scene organize some show, 
can this be considered non-profit, and almost al- 
ways this results in a better show. 

Because of the magnitude of Mexico City, there 
exists boundaries marked off in “zones”. There is ' 
the “Norte” (north) zone, “La Sur” (south), “Este” 
(cast), and “Ocstc” (west) and central zones. Th

Now we will talk of the socio-political move- 
ment. The members of the bands mentioned above 
are involved in what can be called a “Libertarian 
Movement”. They have anarchist tendencies and 
are anti -authoritarian. We participate much in the 
struggle to liberate ourselves in the form of move- 
ments against the government. We have contact, 
direct and indirect, with the social forces of the 
opposition. In this way we are in contact with the 
E.Z.L.N. “Ejercito Zapatista LiberacionNacionaT 
The Zapatista National Liberation Army] and 
some of us participate in the C.N.D. “Convention 
National Democraiicd ” [National Democratic Con- 
vention] . Other people in the scene have travelled to 
the “conflict zone” and have had direct contact with 
the groups mentioned above. We have many collec- 
tives and we carry out diverse activities, like spread- 
ing propaganda and direct action (the last was an 
attack on a McDonalds which caused us a severe 
crack down of repression and an intense search for 
the participants by the police). 

So we can maintain this scene and our move- 
ment, we need the world to open their eyes to what 
is happening in Mexico and Latin America. We ask 
this because we need your solidarity and help 


able to sustain ourselves. It is impossible to know 
how difficult it is to be a punk (with an aware 
attitude) in this country. We need all the help that 
you can send us (Info, material, money, help, letters, 
etc.) Thanx. 


PE: What future plans do you have for your 
band? 

RE: Our next project (about halfway through ’95) is 
going to be a split 7" with a band from Japan called 
C.F.D.L., afterwards, possibly we will make an- 
other split with Turmoil and make a pair of songs 
for a compilation LP with 10 other bands from 
Mexico. In April of ’ 95 we will play here with NSC 


PE: Why do you have lyrics in esperanto? Many 
believe that the esperanto movement has died or 
that it is a thing of the past. 

RE: Regeneracion writes and sings the lyrics of 
our songs in Spanish. We do this because Spanish 
is the language that we learned in our country as 
children. However, for more than a century, the idea 
for the esperanto movement has risen strongly. This 
movement continues to have plenty of determina- 
tion still. The history of esperanto is a history full of 
ups and downs: It is a history that is integrated into
